Too often we overlook or express only casual interest in primitive 
monetary systems. Perhaps it is because the objects used as money 
bear little resemblance to our modern coinage and currency. Or, it 
may be due to conflicting reports as to the actual monetary status of 
the objects. We seem to react to the term, primitive, as if its 
definition were ''backward" instead of Webster's definition that it 
"pertains to man's origins." However, when subjected to closer 
scrutiny, the lives of primitive man become much more complex 
than we assumed them to be. The shell beads of the California 
Chumash Indians are one example of a complex monetary system 
which has, until recently, been overlooked.^

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Primitive Money 

Paul Einzig in his book, Primitive 
Money, offers a concise definition 
of primitive money. ''Primitive 
money may be defined as a unit or 
an object conforming to a 
reasonable degree to some standard 
of uniformity, which is employed 
for reckoning or for making a large 
proportion of the payments 
customary in the community 
concerned, and which is accepted 
in payment largely with the 
intention of employing it for 
making payments. 

Although he has been criticized 
for being overly broad in his 
acceptance of primitive monetary 
forms, Einzig's definition conforms 
to market oriented definitions and 
non-market concerns. 

For example, Jacques Melitz 
adopts a primarily market oriented 
approach with his definition, 
"Money consists of all goods that 
are held in significant measure in 
order to economize on transaction 
costs in the activity of trading a 
variety of other types of goods. In 
contrast, George Dalton argues that 
primitive money served 
non-market functions as well, 
functions which should not be 
ignored simply because they do not 
appear in modern Western society.'* 

Uniformity in the definition is 
not an absolute, requiring only that 
the objects in question can be 
reduced to some recognizable 
standard by weight or 
measurement. They may vary in 
quantity, weight, and/or 
appearance. For example, the 
coinages of medieval Europe were 
often exchanged on the basis of 
weight and purity. It was not 
unusual for coins to be cut into 
pieces of the size required to 
complete a transaction. Although 
cut coins failed to conform to a 
standard size, shape, or weight. 


they were still accepted as 
circulating money. 

The essential element of the 
second half of the definition 
requires that the object be accepted 
with the intention of its future use 
for making payments. In barter 
situations, the items being 
exchanged may be traded according 
to their value as determined by the 
local primitive monetary system. 
However, goods which are 
exchanged solely with the intent of 
immediate consumption would not 
normally be classed as primitive 
money. 

Barter is the simplest form of 
primitive economics. The items 
being exchanged need not represent 
the same standard of value from 
trade to trade. Rather, they are 
exchanged according to the values 
placed on the goods by the parties 
involved at the time of the trade. 
Robert Stearns, in an early study of 
shell money,^ recognized that 
barter works only so long as two 
people have things to trade with 
one another. Ultimately, they may 
find it more convenient to use a 
third, favored good to facilitate 
exchange, particularly when no 
other goods are available to 
complete an otherwise desirable 
transaction. The intermediate good 
would have to be sufficiently 
durable to survive until its next use 
in a transaction and lend itself to 
easy storage and accessibility. 

Ornamental objects have often 
become the favored intermediate 
good. Almost always manufactured 
from durable materials, they may 
be easily transported on the person 
and are visible enough to serve a 
social function such as the display 
of power or status between 
economic uses. Primitive societies 
were characterized by their wealth 
of free time. Based on data collected 
among Australian aborigines,^ 
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Marshall Sahlins estimates that 
primitive man devoted no more 
than four hours per day to survival 
oriented pursuits. Some portion of 
free time was probably devoted to 
the pursuit of luxury items 
representing wealth or status 
within the community. 
Ornamentation is a common item 
used to satisfy the status needs of 
productive, as well as 
nonproductive members of society, 
its acquisition not necessarily , 
requiring that an individual forego 
the pursuit of materials necessary 
for basic subsistance. 

Shells have been widely adopted 
as items of ornamentation and 
mediums of exchange because they 
exhibit the virtues of durability and 
uniformity. While not all shells 
represent foodstuffs, they may be 
gathered in the process of collecting 
food from the marine environment. 
Varying widely in their acceptance 
by economic anthropologists as 
money, shells were used 
extensively throughout Oceania in 
monetary systems exhibiting a 
broad range of development. Shells 
from Angola were used as money in 
the Congo. Alaskan tribes used a 
form of shell money, and most 
people are familiar with the shell 
wampum used in Canada and the 
Eastern United States. Snail shells 
were a favored medium of exchange 
in Brazil and Paraguay, while the 
Chinese were among those partial 
to coweries. In most cases, the 
shells were exchanged strung as 
standard length necklaces to serve 
the dual purpose of exchange and 
ornamentation. Given a continuing 
demand for their use as 
ornamentation, it should not be 
surprising to find that shells or 
shell beads would ultimately be 
accepted as a standard medium of 
exchange. 

Ornamentation was also 


important to the Chumash. The 
men usually went naked in 
summer, wearing only carrying 
nets around the waist. Skin cloaks 
provided warmth in winter, while 
the women wore buckskin or grass 
skirts year round. As with many 
other American Indian tribes, they 
enhanced their appearance through 
the art of body painting, tattoos, 
and jewelry. Red ochre was the 
favored painting material, while 
shell products served as hair, ear, 
and nose ornamentations. Bead 
necklaces were worn by men and 
women alike. In addition to its 
decorative function, the wearing of 
a necklace meant that a supply of 
money was always at hand. 

Chumash Economics 

The Chumash inhabited the 
region of California distinguished 
by its east-west coastline, from San 
Luis Obispo to Malibu on the coast 
and inland to the foothills of the 
San Joaquin Valley. To the south, 
they ventured across the Santa 
Barbara Channel and populated the 
Northern Channel Islands. While 
there were six recorded Chumash 
language dialect districts, their 
territory may be divided into three 
distinct regions. The coastal 
Chumash generally located their 
villages on high ground, near the 
mouth of small streams. Inland, 
they settled the henchland, 
potreros (high grasslands), and 
valleys of the Transverse Ranges. 
The third region was composed of 
four Channel Islands with most 
activity apparently centered on the 
largest, Santa Cruz. Differing 
patterns of resource distribution 
can be seen to have contributed to 
the development of a monetary 
form to support a market economy. 

Although evidence of human 
habitation on the islands goes back 
10,000 years, the development of

the tomol — a unique, frameless, 
ocean-going canoe — would have 
supported the growth of an 
economic cooperation between the 
islands and the mainland on a fairly 
regular basis. With the islands 
offering a low terrestrial resource 
diversity, the islanders turned to 
manufacturing based economy. 
Abalone shells, from a chief food 
source, were used as dishes and 
fashioned into fishooks and 
ornaments, prized for their lustrous 
finish. Sea otter pelts were as 
popular with the mainland Indians 
as they would be with the later 
European immigrants. Abundant 
chert deposits were exploited on 
Santa Rosa Island for the 
manufacture of stone implements. 
But, by far the most popular of the 
island products were the strings of 


shell beads which circulated widely 
as money. Being avid bargainers out 
of necessity, one might imagine the 
islanders introducing the shell bead 
necklace as a standard medium of 
exchange. If not, they soon seized 
upon it as an item of production. 

The largest Chumash population 
was concentrated along the coast, 
where the sea offered a varied and 
important source of food and raw 
materials to supplement those of 
the mainland. Owing to their 
central location between the inland 
and island Chumash, the coastal 
villages became important trading 
centers. Mineral resources 
included: flint deposits, necessary 
for the production of arrows, knives 
and drills; and asphaltum which 
occurred in natural seeps 
throughout the channel area. 
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Asphaltuni; indispensable for 
Chumash manufacturing 
processes, made a perfect adhesive 
and waterproofer. It was used in a 
variety of ways ranging from the 
caulking of canoes and the 
manufacture of water-tight bottles 
to weights on the tips of grass 
skirts. 

Archaeological evidence 
suggests that the Mojaves, 
middlemen between Southern 
California and the Southwest, 
traveled to the coastal villages for 
trading purposes at least as early as 
1000 AD. The diversity of goods 
that might be expected to 
accumulate in these villages would 
make them ideal locations for the 
development of trading centers, 
especially with mariners among 
the trading population. 

Inland, terrestrial plants and 
animals supported the Chumash 
population. Serpentine and 
sandstone were used as abrading 
stones and for the manufacture of 
bowls, mortars, and pestles. Oak 
was carved into bowls and plates, 
while native grasses and tules were 
woven into baskets and mats of 
superior workmanship. The 
number of surviving stone pipes 
suggests that the wild tobacco of 
the inland areas was also a popular 
trading item. 

As Chester King has 
demonstrated,^ the constant flow 
of goods between villages would 
have fostered the development of a 
market economy. With each 
territory offering a limited variety 
of abundant exploitable resources, 
the specialization of craft 
manufacturing would follow. With 
the growth of sufficient trade, the 
introduction of a monetary 
medium would facilitate the 
valuing of heterogeneous lots of 
goods and bring about an economy 
in price quotations.® King also 


establishes that it would serve to 
balance resource utilization among 
the territories of the Chumash. 

Accounts from the early Spanish 
expeditions invariably mention the 
use of shell beads in a monetary 
role. Indeed, they also found their 
own glass beads acceptable to the 
Indians. In August of 1769, Miguel 
Costanso; a member of the Portola 
Expedition, recorded an early 
instance of economic exchange 
between the two cultures; '"Men, 
women, and children came to the 
camp bringing fish, both fresh and 
roasted, eager to obtain glass beads 
and trinkets, which are the best 
money and more highly valued 
among them than gold and silver."*^ 
Within thirty years, the Spanish 
glass beads had established 
themselves within the economic 
cycle. Josd Longinos Martinez, a 
trained observer conducting a 
botanical survey in 1792, 
commented on Chumash 
economics: 

All these Indians are fond of 
trafficking and commerce. They 
trade frequently with the mountain 
people, bringing fish and beadwork, 
and exchange them for seeds, shawls 
of fox skin, and a kind of blanket 
made of fibers of a plant resembling 
cotton, preferring it to their own 
made of otter. In their trading they 
use beads for money. The beads are 
strung on long threads, arranged 
according to their value. The unit of 
exchange is a ponco of beads, which 
is two turns of the strings about the 
wrist and the extended third finger. 
The value of a ponco depends on the 
fineness and color of the beads, ours 
being held in the greatest esteem; it 
also depends upon their abundance 
and their price relative to ours. In 
everything they keep as careful 
account as the most scrupulous 
magnate does of his money.*® 

The extent of the trade facilitated 
through the use of shell beads is 
illustrated in Figure 2. Adapted

illustrates the variety of trading 
activity. While many of the goods 
exchanged were perishable, an 
ethnographic study by fames Davis 
lists many of the items recorded on 
the chart.*’ Invariably, we find 
shell beads among the items 
flowing from the Channel Islands 
outward. Examples of these 
exchanges indicate the wealth 
status attributed to beads and the 
range of their distribution. 

From the Central Valley, the 
Tubatulabal Indians traveled four 
days on foot in order to trade with 
the Ventura area Chumash. The 
Tubatulabal measured their 
personal wealth in terms of shell 
money and were eager to accept it 
in payment for their labors. E.W. 
Voeglin provides an account of 
their interaction: 

From the Chumash, Tubatulabal 
obtained shell money, shell 
cylinders, steatite, probably, and 
later times horses; these exchanged 
for pinons . . . Occasionally the 
Chumash made reciprocal visits. In 
trading, a sack of pinons was left on 
the ground; the Venturenos came 
up; and took as many as they 
wanted, and laid shell money down 
in payment. *2 

Clamshell beads formed the basis 
for their currency system, while 
olivella shells (see discussion of 
bead types) were used only for 
ornamentation. Voegelin reported 
on trade within the tribe, especially 
at the end of winter as family 
supplies began to run low, '"chia 
seeds, yellow-hammerquill bands, 
fine baskets, etc., each had a fixed 
price in the standard lengths of 
imported clamshell disks used as 
currency."'^ Wealth, as measured 
in clamshell strands, also served 
ceremonial and political functions. 
Strings would be distributed to 
visitors at fiestas and paid to 


dancers at a variety of gatherings. 
For the most part, shell strings were 
hoarded in animal skin bags as a 
measure of a man's wealth. 
Selection of chiefs, chosen for a 
variety of reasons, including family 
ties, took into consideration the 
individual's clamshell worth. 

Friar Pedro Font, a member of the 
1776 Anza expedition, observed 
that the Chumash "have 
commerce with the Mojaves and 
others of the Colorado River, with 
their cuentas or beads, consisting of 
flat, round, and small shells which 
they hunt for in the sands of the 
beach, and of which they have long 
strings hung around the neck and 
on the head."*^ Although Davis 
acknowledges Mojave receipt of 
shell beads in his study of Indian 
trade routes, he failed to verify 
items received by the Chumash in 
return. King quotes sources which 
include red ochre and black 
blankets, goods which are 
potentially perishable or 
indistinguishable from materials 
gathered locally. 

The presence of shell beads from 
California has been noted in the 
American Southwest for a number 
of years. Jay Ruby has shown that of 
the three most common shells 
found in Southwestern 
archaeological sites, two are from 
the Pacific Coast. Both abalone 
and olivella are shells 
manufactured into beads and 
ornaments by the Chumash. While 
there is no evidence that such beads 
circulated as money. Ruby presents 
a convincing argument that many 
moved from the Chumash to the 
Mojave to the Southwestern 
Indians. It would not be 
inconsistent to find the monetary 
function of the beads decreasing as 
they circulate further from the 
center of their manufacture, 
although they apparently retained

their value as a trade item. 

Trading was one method of 
regulating tribal economic 
systems, as moving shell beads out 
of the local monetary system 
served to lessen the risks of 
inflation. However, since wealth 
was often measured by the number 
of beads retained by the individual, 
trade was not sufficient to offset the 
gradual accumulation of beads 
within the local system. Mortuary 
practices, particularly burial of 
possessions with the dead and 
destruction of personal goods 
during mourning ceremonies, 
further decreased the available 
supply. 


Classification of Types 
Shell beads can be classified 
according to two primary types, 
each of which can be divided into 
three subtypes. Chester King 
identified six categories of beads 
along functional and value 
considerations based on 
regularities in archaeological data 
collected from an extensive 
Chumash cemetary near Los 
Angeles. Type 1 represents those 
beads used in every day commerce 
as discussed in the previous 
section. Type 2 is comprised of 
beads usually reserved for official 
use by village chiefs. The mainstay 
of daily economic activity was a

small bead manufactured from the 
olivella biplicata or olive shell. 
While not very colorful after being 
worked into a bead, they required a 
great deal of labor to produce, 
thereby attaining their value. They 
were used throughout California by 
people of all social classes. 

A second subtype within Type 1 
was used primarily by professional 
traders. More showy than those of 
the first subtype, the beads were 
still produced largely from olivella 
shells. These, however, were often 
incised or made into tubes 
fashioned from the shell callus. 
(The callus, or columella, is the 
thick part of a shell composed of 
hard enamel. Requiring yet more 
labor in their manufacture, 
columella tubes were naturally of a 
higher value than simple beads.) 
Such beads usually remained 
within Chumash territory. 


King describes a third class of 
bead manufactured from the soft 
but lustrous and colorful abalone 
shell. Being fairly easy to work. 
King suggests their use was 
restricted to the wealthy. He notes 
that they probably ''demonstrated 
that their owners had enough 
wealth to invest in 'useless' 
beads." I have placed these into 
the third subtype of Type 1 
although their overall 
representation in the sample 
collected is low (less than .01%) 
and subject to reinterpretation. 

Type 2 beads, generally more 
showy than the cost of their 
production would warrant, may 
have evolved from the Chumash 
village political structure. A chief 
or "wot" was responsible for the 
village welfare. He or she, (the 
Chumash were not particular in 
this regard), maintained the village

stores, money, ceremonial items, 
and other valuables necessary to 
the function of the village. 
Although many villages shared a 
common dialect, culture, and 
religion, each developed its own 
customs and maintained a relative 
degree of independence within 
Chumash society. Furthering the 
specialization of production which 
marked Chumash society, the 
villages controlled the rights to 
exploit the resources within its 
own territory. It should not be 
surprising to find that they evolved 
a monetary form limited to 
intervillage exchange and 
ceremony. 

Much of the intertribal and 
intervillage trading which occurred 
was accompanied by village feasts. 


Trading activities posed the threat 
of conflict if the offered exchanges 
fell short of expectations. Feasts, 
and the requisite ceremonies, 
served to socialize the meeting of 
the two trading groups.’^ They 
were an occasion for the village 
stores to be stocked with gifts from 
the visitors, and for the exchange of 
ceremonial forms of money 
between village leaders and visitors 
of high social status. In quantity, 
the beads described in the following 
were indicators of social rank and 
often represented contributions to 
community stores. 

The first subtype, composed of 
small cylinders and disks made 
irom olivella, abalone, mussel, and 
clam shells, were low to medium 
value beads representing rights to

community stores. As such, they 
were given to chiefs from other 
villages and those who helped 
maintain the stores. The second 
subtype, a variation of the first, was 
a higher value tube formed from the 
columella of the Pismo clam. The 
third subtype was used in 
exchanges between community 
stores. As such, their use was 
restricted to village chiefs. They are 
distinguished from others in that 
they are smaller and more refined, 
or are made from hard, colorful, 
globular portions of shells and 
tubes. As with other subtypes, 
olivella beads predominate. 

Method of Production 

Although the size and nature of 
beads fluctuated with time, the 
basic method of production 
remained the same. D.B. Rogers, in 
Prehistoric Man of the Santa 


Barbara Coast, provides a clear 
description of bead production 
based on his own attempts to 
duplicate Chumash efforts. As the 
olivella shell bead predominates, 
its production is a logical choice for 
illustration. 

Shells were generally collected in 
the spring and early summer when 
they were most common on the 
local beaches. Bead blanks were 
obtained by splitting the shells 
longitudinally with a flint knift. A 
pitted anvil held the shell in the 
proper position. Depending on 
current tastes and the bead maker's 
skill, the thick upper half was 
retained while the rest was 
discarded. From approximately 
1 700 to 1 800 the enamel callus was 
retained to make tube and spoon 
shaped beads. Several hundred to 
several thousand blanks would be 
made at a time.

Strings 
which have survived range in 
composition from small, highly 
refined and uniform beads to 
strings composed entirely from 
unshaped, perforated upper halves 
of shells. 

Rogers found that he could 
produce one bead in 30 minutes 
using the primitive tools. Trying 
my own hand at bead production 
using more modern tools found in 
the trunk of my car, 1 worked for 25 
minutes to make one bead of less 
than perfect size and shape. A pair 
of pliers and a pointed kitchen knife 
took the place of stone hammers 
and flint drills. A piece of cardboard 
made a usable base for drilling, but I 
reverted to using a sandstone 
abrading surface after failing to 
make any visible headway using 
modern sandpaper. 

As should be apparent, shell bead 
production is an intensive labor 
process. Olivella and other shells 
were fairly plentiful in Chumash 
times, yet they were not easily 
converted to money. Allowing for 
their mastery of the manufacturing 
process, Rogers estimated that it 
would take 87 ten hour days to 
produce one, three ply, 21 inch 
necklace of 3500 beads. Even if we 
cut his estimate in half, such a 
necklace would still represent 43 
days of labor. Production time 
could be saved by producing less 
refined beads. These of course 
would be worth less, representing 
less labor. 

One might suspect that the first 
glass beads introduced by the 
Spanish would be held in high 
esteem owing to their relative 
rarity. The Chumash had 
welcomed the arrival of the 
Spanish, often being so friendly as 
to drive them away overburdened 
with fresh food supplies. Spanish 
glass beads quickly became 


predominate in Chumash 
economic dealings. At the same 
time, olivella bead production lost 
its refinement. But as Chumash 
society disintegrated due to 
mission influences and the ravages 
of pleuro-pneumonia and syphilis, 
the people reached out for the 
remnants of their former life. Glass 
beads fell from favor and olivella 
shells returned to their former role 
in economic dealings. 

Conclusion 

That the Chumash exhibited a 
highly advanced cultural and social 
system is unquestionable. As 
anthropologists have developed 
better methods to interpret 
available evidence, we have also 
learned that they exhibited a 
complex economic system as well. 
Central to their exchange of goods 
were the strings of shell bead 
necklaces. 

Conforming to Einzig's 
definition of primitive money, the 
beads exhibited a reasonable degree 
of uniformity and were measured 
according to standard lengths. 
Variances in refinement of 
production were controlled 
through differing values being 
placed on standard lengths. From 
Figure 2, we can see that most 
exchange interactions among the 
Chumash and their neighbors 
involved shell beads at one time or 
another, meeting the final tests of 
Einzig's definition that the beads 
circulate. While it may be difficult 
to prove in practice, the circulation 
of shell bead money would also 
perform the function of 
economizing transaction costs as 
required by Melitz. 

Significantly, Type 2 Chumash 
shell beads also filled a non-market 
function as suggested by Dalton. 
Rarely used in day-to-day economic 
activities, such beads were 
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symbolic of the bearer's rank and served many of the same functions

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Originator of the 
Famous Brasher Doubloon

The 1787 gold doubloon issued by Ephraim Brasher, New York 
goldsmith, silversmith, and jeweler, is probably the most famous 
American coin in the entire world. In the few instances that specimens 
have appeared in auction sale catalogues during the past century, great i 

acclaim and publicity have accompanied the offerings. There has even 
been a motion picture entitled The Brasher Doubloon which used this 
coin as a theme. 

Although Brasher and his coinage have been researched on several 
occasions in articles published in The American Journal of 
Numismatics, The Numismatist, and elsewhere, as well as in auction 
catalogue listings, the first detailed study did not appear until 1958 
when Walter H. Breen wrote '"Brasher 8k Bailey; Pioneer New York 
Coiners, 1787-1792," for inclusion in the Centennial Publication of \ 

the American Numismatic Society. Unfortunately, specific details j 

concerning the issuing of his famous 1787 doubloon still remain 
elusive. 
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Ephraim Brasher was born in 1 744 
of Dutch ancestry. The family had 
several branches, some of which 
used such spelling variations as 
Brasier, Brazier, Breser, Bresert and 
Bradejor. We are told by his 
great-great-great granddaughter, 
Deborah, that the name is not 
pronounced BRASH-er, 'The 'a' is 
long, and the 's' is pronounced like a 
'z' — so the right pronunciation is 
BRAY-zher."! The family produced 
several silversmiths over the years, 
including Ephraim's younger brother 
Abraham. 

Ephraim Brasher took Anne 
Gilbert as his wife in 1766. Little 
information is available about her 
except that her brother was a 
silversmith also. This same year saw 
one of the earliest appearances of 
work attributed to Brasher's 
silversmithing. A silver coffeepot 
bearing his hallmark, presently 
housed in the Abbott-Lenox Fund 
Collection in the New York 
Historical Society, has been 
attributed to 1766, when he was 22 
years old. It is reasonable to assume 
that he had completed his 
apprenticeship by then and, having 
married, had begun to work on his 
own. 

During the Revolutionary War, 
Brasher served as a grenadier in the 
provincial Army from 1775 to 1776. 
In 1783 he participated on the 
Evacuation Day Committee which 
celebrated the event of the British 
troops being withdrawn from New 
York City. 

There is no official record of civic 
and local affairs of the New York 
City Government until February 10, 
1784, as the city was under a military 
form of government for the duration 
of the Revolutionary War period. 
With the establishment of the 
civilian government, systematic 
minutes were kept and Brasher is 
mentioned on various occasions in 
these records. 


On August 31, 1785, Ephraim 
Brasher petitioned the Common 
Council that he might "be permitted 
to convert the fire Engine House in 
St. George's Square into a Place of 
Business on his erecting a fire Engine 
House on his own ground." 
Although several local proprietors 
objected to the petition, it was 
granted by the Council on September 
28, 1785. Perhaps it was intended 
that the structure be turned into a 
smithing location. St. George's 
Square was located at the 
intersection of Pearl and Cherry 
streets. The New York City 
Directory, first published in 1786, 
gave 1 Cherry Street as Brasher's 
address. 

The Articles of Confederation, 
adopted in 1787 and continuing in 
effect unil 1789, stipulated that 
Congress had the power to regulate 
the value and alloy of coins struck, 
although the various states had 
authority to coin money. As 
Congress had not implemented a 
framework for federal production of 
coins, specimens in circulation 
continued to be an assortment, 
including much foreign coinage. 

The Bank of New York, 
established in 1 784, distributed a list 
of coins, their weights, and the 
accepted value at which various 
foreign gold coins would be received 
in payment. The New York Register, 
published in 1789, noted that 
"payments made at the bank must be 
examined at the time, as no 
deficiencies suggested afterward will 
be admitted. 

Because many of the gold coins 
circulated were counterfeit, it was 
considered unwise to accept any coin 
until it was pronounced genuine. 
Confusion arising from the wide 
variety of denominations, designs 
and countries of origin aided the 
counterfeiters. Added to this was the 
problem of clipping (the practice of 
removing small amounts of metal 
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from a coin's edge) and other illicit 
practices for obtaining profit from a 
coin such as sweating them to 
extract minute portions of gold. 

Although there is some 
controversy on the subject, it is 
generally believed that Brasher 
performed the service of assaying, 
testing and evaluating foreign gold 
coins. He would then counterstamp 
those pieces he deemed to be genuine 
and sufficient in weight with his 
initials EB in an oval stamp (his 
hallmark) as a guarantee. Several 
specimens of foreign gold coins 
marked in this way are known today, 
including a rose guinea of George II, a 
quarter guinea of George I, and a 
"half joe" of Joseph I (which was 
offered in the sale of the James Ten 
Eyck Collection in 1922). 

Howland Wood, in an article 
titled, "The Coinage of the West 
Indies with Especial Reference to the 
Cut and Counter-stamped Pieces," 
which appeared in the American 
lournal of Numismatics in 1914, 
advanced the theory that Brasher was 
relied upon to certify the legitimacy 
of certain coins. Similarly, in an 
article titled, "Ephraim Brasher, 
Silversmith of New York, " appearing 
in the American Collector in 1938 by 
Stephen Decatur, the author 
declared "Brasher's reputation for 
probity was unquestioned; it was 
immediately recognized that his 
initials on a gold or silver coin was a 
guarantee of its purity."'* Vernon L. 
Brown published his article "The 
Brasher Doubloon" in The 
Numismatist in 1964. He resisted 
this theory, pointing out that there 
was no evidence that any other 
goldsmith performed such a service. 

Among his other duties. Brasher 
served as assayer for the United 
States Mint. The "Estimated 
Expenditures for the Year 1796," 
contained in the American State 
Papers reports a $27 Treasure 
Warrant: 


... in favor of John Shield, assignee of 
Ephraim Brasher; being for assays 
made by said Brasher, in the year 1792, 
for the Mint of sundry coins of gold and 
silver, pursuant to the instructions 
from the then Secretary of the 
Treasury. * 

A record of the petitions of 
Ephraim Brasher and John Bailey 
appealing to the New York State 
Assembly for the right to produce 
copper coins is found in the 
Assembly Journal where it is stated: 
"The several petitions of John Bailey 
and Ephraim Brasher, relative to the 
coinage of Copper within this State, 
were read and referred [to 
committee]."^ 

There is no trace of the original 
petitions and it is not known 
whether they were submitted 
separately by Ephraim Brasher and 
John Bailey in competition with each 
other, or together in partnership. It is 
known that Brasher did not always 
work alone, and at one time John 
Bailey was associated with him, as 
were his brother, Abraham, and 
George Alexander. According to the 
1787 New York City Directory, 
Brasher and Bailey lived in close 
proximity to each other (77 Queen 
Street and 22 Queen Street 
respectively) which could lead to the 
assumption of a partnership between 
them at the time. 

On March 3, 1787, the committee 
appointed by the Assembly was "at a 
loss to determine the extent of the 
intended regulation, whether it was 
only to ascertain the value of the 
pieces now in circulation, or was 
meant to extend to a new coinage."^ 
The contention was that any new 
coinage would be subject to certain 
abuses. On March 15th it was 
resolved that another committee be 
appointed "to establish a Coinage of 
Copper in the State."® By April 12th 
the bill emerged under the title An 
Act to Regulate the Circulation of 
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Copper Coins in the State, which 
indicates an alteration in the original 
intent of the bill. It was passed into 
law on April 20, 1787. 

During the period between 
February 12th, when Brasher is 
supposed to have initiated his 
petition, and the enactment of the 
retitled Act on April 12th, the 
legislators drifted from the original 
proposals for new coinage to the 
narrower purpose of regulating the 
existing coinage. In the 
Comprehensive Catalogue and 
Encyclopedia of United States 
Coins, Don Taxay remarks that 
''possibly some or all of the 
doubloons were presented to the 
legislature in order to effect a 
favorable verdict,"*^ as the size of the 
doubloon was identical to the 
planchet size for coining coppers. 
Contrarily, Walter Breen believes the 
doubloons were made for 
circulation, not as patterns. In the 
Standard Catalogue of United 
States Coins, published in 1954, it 
was proposed that a gold coinage was 
needed for larger transactions during 
the 1787 era, and, therefore, the 
doubloon was minted for that 
purpose. Another theory proposes 
that these pieces were intended as 
souvenirs. 

The 1787 doubloons bearing the 
full surname, BRASHER, as a 
signature, do not have a value 
marked on them. This was not an 
unusual situation during this period. 
When the United States Mint first 
produced gold coins they bore no 
mark to identify the denomination, 
probably following the tradition they 
were accustomed to, as British gold 
denominations were not identified. 
The same was also true of numerous 
foreign issues then in circulation. 
The value was determined by the 
metallic purity and weight. For this 
reason, the countermark "EB," 
which appears on all known 
examples of the Brasher doubloon 


would have been a further indication 
of the coin's quality. 

Brasher had obtained considerable 
fame and a reputation for the quality 
of his silver and gold products. 
George Washington owned various 
pieces crafted by Brasher. Among the 
items in the inventory of the 
Washington household were two tea 
trays identified with the EB in an 
oval. At one time Washington was a 
neighbor to Brasher's 1 Cherry Street 
address. When planning his move to 
3 Cherry Street, Washington 
requested Samuel Osgood, past 
commissioner of the Treasury, "to 
put the same and the furniture 
thereof in proper condition for the 
residence and use of the President of 
the United States."**^ Brasher's shop 
on Queen Street was only a short 
distance north of his home on Cherry 
Street and it was therefore 
convenient for Osgood to purchase 
"sundry articles of plate," which 
totaled slightly over 283 pounds 
sterling. 

In April 1790, following his move 
to Broadway, Washington paid 8 
pounds, 8 shillings and 4 pence for "4 
silver skewers" to Brasher, who was 
also supplying his wares to other 
notables such as George Clinton. 
Brasher's esteemed reputation is 
attested to by the patronage of these 
prominent people, especially that of 
the President, a patronage which 
must have been seen as the 
equivalent of royal patronage by a 
citizenry accustomed to judging by 
such signs. It would have been 
logical for him to believe that gold 
coins prominently bearing his name 
would be accepted in the channels of 
commerce. 

In addition to his activities in 
silversmithing and goldsmithing. 
Brasher was busy in civic affairs. In 
1784 and 1785 he served as sanitary 
commissioner. From 1786 to 1791, 
according to the minutes of the 
Common Council, he was paid as a 
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coroner, "'for taking inquest on dead 
bodies." He served as an assistant 
justice from 1794 to 1797, an 
election inspector from 1796 to 1809, 
and as commissioner of excise 
between 1806 and 1810. 

The records show a second 
marriage for Brasher on December 2, 
1797. When he died in 1810, he 
bequeathed to his wife Mary, "all my 
estate both real and personal."^’ In 
1811 the City Directory lists: 
"Brasher, widow of Ephraim," and 
marks the end of Brasher's 
contribution to our monetary 
system. 

A Brief Chronology 
of Brasher's Doubloon 

The first numismatic recognition 
for the Brasher doubloons came in 
1838 when Adam Eckfeldt 
discovered a piece among some gold 
coins which were sent to the Mint for 
assaying and melting. He saved the 
piece and placed it in the Mint 
Cabinet which was in its early stage 


at the time. In 1846, W.E. DuBois, 
referring to this specimen, 
commented that it is "a very 
remarkable gold coin, equal in value 
to a doubloon, coined at New York in 

1787."i2 

In 1858, it was described by f.H. 
Hickcox in An Historical Account of 
American Coinage. It was illustrated 
in Dr. Montroville W. Dickeson's 
The American Numismatic Manual, 
which first appeared in 1859. 
Dickeson states he had seen four 
examples and "it is said to have been 
duplicated in silver," but stipulates 
he had never seen one in that metal. 
He subscribed to the pattern theory 
to explain the issue, commenting "it 
is inferable that this coin was gotten 
up as a pattern piece. 

The first appearance of a 1787 
Brasher doubloon was anticipated at 
the sale of the Seavey Collection, 
catalogued by W.H. Strobridge in 
1873. However, the entire collection 
was purchased intact by Lorin G. 
Parmelee prior to the sale and the 
event was cancelled. 
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when Sylvester Crosby's 
monumental work, The Early Coins 
of America, appeared in 1875, it 
contained an illustration of the 
Brasher Doubloon. The author 
noted, "Four of these doubloons have 
come to our knowledge; they are 
owned by Mr. Bushnell, Mr. 
Parmelee, Mr. Stickeny and the 
United States Mint at Philadelphia; 
the first has the punch-mark on the 
breast of the eagle." 

The first actual sale finally 
occurred in 1882 at the public 
auction sale of the Charles 1. 
Bushnell specimen. The sale was 
conducted by the Chapman brothers. 
The price realized was $505. Later it 
was sold to T. Harrison Garrett 
through Edouard Frossard. Today, 
this piece remains as the only 
specimen of the variety with the EB 
punched on the eagle's breast rather 
than on the wing. 

Today, five specimens of the 1787 
doubloon, with punch-mark on the 
eagle's wing, can be traced. An 


outstanding example of this type was 
in the Matthew Stickney Collection 
sold by Henry Chapman. It was an 
important feature of The American 
Numismatic Society Exhibition of 
United States and Colonial Coins in 
1914. The piece was acquired by 
Colonel James E. Ellsworth from the 
Stickney Collection sale in 1907 and 
subsequently acquired by John Work 
Garrett for the Garrett Collection in 
1923. Thus the Garrett Collection 
has the distinction of housing one of 
each of the two known varieties of 
the Brasher doubloon. 
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Garrett Collection Auction 
Breaks All Records 

1787 Brasher Doubloon Sells for Record $725,000 
Over $7 Million Worth of Coins Sold in 662 Lots 


The book of coin price records will have to be rewritten following Bowers 
6k Ruddy Galleries spectacular sale of the Garrett Collection, sold to the 
order of The Johns Hopkins University on November 28-29, 1979. The sale, 
one of four scheduled events offering Garrett coins, realized a total of 
$7,069,650. The world record price for a rare coin was set when lot 607, the 
finest known example of America's most famous coin, the 1787 Brasher 
doubloon, was knocked down after furious bidding for $725,000. The buyer, 
Mr. Martin Monas, stated that he was purchasing it for a client, one of 
America's most prominent numismatists. 


Interest was lent to the sale when 
a surprise guest, Mr. Milton 
Brasher, the great-great-grandson of 
Ephraim Brasher, was introduced to 
the audience. Mr. Brasher does not 
personally own a copy- of the 


famous doubloon, but he is 
appreciative of the Brasher family 
history. Brasher, he related, is a 
Huguenot name and is now and 
always was pronounced as 
"Brazier."

The First Century 

The term "world's record price" 
lost its meaning after the first 
several lots. Virtually everything in 
the sale set a new record.

1796/5 elicited spontaneous 
applause as it found a new buyer at

Clark, Gruber Co. likewise 
broke into new ground on virtually 
every occasion that pieces crossed 
the auction block. An 1860 
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Uncirculated quarter eagle brought 
$12,000; an 1860 half eagle in the 
same grade brought $9,000; an 1860 
eagle in AU condition brought 
$6,400; and $40,000 was realized 
for the 1860 double eagle in AU 
grade. 


Colonials and the States 

Coins of the states and of colonial 
America elicited a wide range of 
interest. A 1785 Uncirculated 
Vermont copper, Ryder-2, brought 
$6,800; an AU 1788 R-23 was 
knocked down for $10,000; and 
other pieces sold for record 
valuations. 

In the Massachusetts coinage the 
unique 1776 copper 

brought $40,000. An Uncirculated 
1788 half cent brought $4,500; an 
Uncirculated 1787 cent brought 
$5,000; and an even finer 
Uncirculated 1787 cent brought 
$ 10 , 000 . 

Among New York copper coins 
there were many records. A 1786 
Non Virtute Vici, EF, brought 
$12,000; a nearly Uncirculated 
1 787 Nova Eborac fetched $8,750; a 
1787 Excelsior with eagle on globe 
facing left, AU, brought $17,500; a 
rare 1 787 Excelsior with transposed 
arrows. Very Fine, brought $26,000; 
a 1787 Indian with New York 
reverse, EF, brought $21,000; a 
similar specimen but with the eagle 
on globe reverse, AU, brought 
$37,000; and an example of the 
famous Clinton copper. Very Fine, 
sold for $29,000. 

A 1787 New York Immunis 
Columbia copper struck over a 
New Jersey issue. Uncirculated, 
brought $21,000, followed by a 
1787 Indian copper with George III 
reverse at $20,000. 

Among the most important 
offerings in the sale were the

$85,000. A half eagle of the same 
issue. Very Fine, fetched $100,000, 
to be followed quickly by a $5 piece 
of Conway, EF, which sold for the 
same price. 


unique 1783 silver Nova 
Constellatio patterns, two of which 
traced their ancestry to Charles 
Thomson, secretary of the 
Continental Congress. An example 
of the silver bit brought $97,500; an 
example of the quint sold for 
$165,000; another variety of the 
quint brought $55,000; and the 
famous mark sold for $190,000. 

When all was said and done, 
$7,069,650 worth of coins found 
new buyers.

26-28, 1980. Q. David Bowers, 
president of Bowers Ruddy 
Galleries, advises that 
participation in the Garrett 
Collection sale can be several ways.

Returning home from this sale, 
Woodward found a letter from 
Garrett and replied on January 1, 
1883: '7 am just home from N.Y. 
and find your favor of the 26th inst 
awaiting me. Inclosed please find 
bill of coins retained which I 
believe is correct. You mention: 

B. the decoration 
H. the double Sovereign 
N. the French piece of 1848 
P. Nap. 20 Francs 
as amongst the pieces returned. 
They were not in the box, hence I 
conclude that after writing me you 
decided to retain them. 

This last comment introduced a 
problem which recurs in several 
later letters. Garrett apparently 
wrote to say he had included the 
four pieces. On Jan. 6, Woodward 
replied: '7 have your favor of fan. 
4th inclosing check for $320.23. 
[Settlement on invoices of 12/7 and 
12/19] 

''Concerning the 4 pieces 
missing, I have to say the package 
which should have contained 
them arrived promptly, the seals 
were unbroken and undisturbed 
and the package was opened by 
cutting the string, the coins were 
examined immediately, and 


compared with the list, the four 
pieces were not there, and neither I 
nor anyone in my employ has seen 
them. [He sounds a bit irritated; 
could Garrett have implied that 
Woodward lost the pieces?] On 
another sheet I give you a detailed 
description of the pieces, and 
request that you will look through 
your collection to see if they are not 
mislaid, and if not found that you 
will cause further investigation to 
be made of the affair, for it is 
positively certain that they were 
never placed in the box returned to 
me. 

"While I state these facts thus 
plainly 1 beg to assure you that I 
have not the slightest suspicion of 
any wrong doing on your part, but 
an unfortunate mistake has 
occurred somewhere and it is 
simply impossible that it happened 
here for the coins were examined, 
checked, and deposited in my safe 
in the box as received immediately 
on their arrival, where they 
remained undisturbed until the 
bill was made out when they were 
examined and again checked, and 
the bill made accordingly. 

"These things are not my 
property, they belong to a

gentleman in San Francisco 
TDohrmaim?] to whom I account 
for them net, charging him nothing 
for my trouble in the sale, and here 
I may say that the lot of French 
gold at $200 is the property of the 
same man, and if you will take the 
trouble to refer to my letters you 
will observe that 1 have adhered to 
the price of $200 and have 
explained to you that that was the 
owner's lowest net price, the sum 
which I have to pay him. And now 
as to the discount which you 
mention as to be '10% on the 
French gold, ' if you will refer to my 
letter you will notice that it refers 
wholly to the first lot shipped to 
you [l2/7] concerning which you 
had written me asking for a 
discount. On receiving your letter 1 
wrote immediately to the owner in 
N. Y. making the same request, his 
answer was, 7 will allow you 1 0% 
discount if the entire lot is kept but 
if only a part is taken can only 
allow 5%,' and the terms which I 
proposed to you, you will find on 
examination were the same. [After 
implying that Woodward had lost 
the missing pieces, Garrett 
apparently tried to slip in a further 
reduction on the price of the French 
collection!] 

‘7 have mislaid the original 
invoice and am unable to say 
whether the Ducat of 1685 should 
be $4.50 or $5.50. 1 gave the owner 
credit for it at $4.50. 1 have asked 
him for a new statement; when 
received, if there is an error I will 
inform you. 

"Since I wrote you yesterday I 
have partly arranged for the 
purchase of a superb collection of 
American gold from which, if I 
succeed in buying it, lean probably 
supply any piece required of date 
prior to 1835 with the exception of 
1815 Half Eagle. The collection is a 
very celebrated one which I once 
owned and is remarkable for 
completeness and quality. 

"Description of missing coins 


sent Mr. T.H. Garrett Dec. 19, 
1882: 

B. Military Decoration in solid 
gold and cost $35. For 
heliotype representation see 
plate inclosed. 

H. Double Sovereign of George 
IV. This piece will be 
recognized by a small 
perforation above the head 
which on the reverse goes 
through the third figure of the 
date. The hole has been 
filled. 

N. A Five Franc piece of the 
Republic of France, a variety 
lhave never met with before 
and presumed to be a 
pattern. 

P. A Twenty Franc piece of 
Napoleon possessing, I think, 
no peculiarity by which it can 
be identified." 

The last paragraph of the letter 
proper introduces one of the most 
important transactions in the 
entire Garrett correspondence, 
surpassing the acquisition from 
Frossard of the Bushnell/Parsons 
Colonial pieces we observed in the 
Frossard-Garrett letters. 
Interestingly enough, this 
transaction took place at almost 
exactly the same time as the first 
group of Parsons pieces (and a 
massive foreign selection) were 
being sent to Garrett by 
Frossard-the second half of January, 
1883. 

Further information and another 
coin shipment came on Jan. 11: 
"Failing to secure two lots of large 
silver coins which I hoped to get, I 
send you the few that I have. 

"The Double Dollar of Luther I 
think is very scarce and this is a 
very fine one. 

"No. 48, the 10 Franc piece of 
Geneva, is the only one I have ever 
seen. It is particularly rare and 
beautiful. 

"No. 49 is perhaps out of the 
scope of your collection. 1 send it 
because it is massive and of 
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admirable workmanship. 

''The Roman Coins from 12 to 28 
taken as a lot 1 think are 
remarkably cheap and I believe 
would bring more money than is 
asked for them. 

"The same remark applies to the 
remaining numbers 29 to 39, but, 
of course, they are not so rare. The 
Roman gold does not belong to me, 
and 1 am limited in my time to 
respond on it, otherwise 1 should 
have waited to hear from you. As to 
your wants in American gold, 1 


have not for years been able to offer 
such an assortment of rarities as 1 
happen to have now in my control, 
but which 1 am sorry to say are not 
mine, and are offered to me with 
the contingency that they may be 
sold to somebody else at any time. 
The lot contains about everything 
rare or otherwise up to 1834 except 
the Vi Eagle of 1815, one of the 20* s, 
and a Va Eagle of *96 with stars. As 
soon as 1 hear from you 1 will 
secure for yoii what you want 
provided it is not too late.**

Of these, Garrett took numbers 
14, 18, 19, 28, 29, 30, 40, 41, 46, 48, 
and 49. The Roman gold coins (at 
least the first three) are still in the 
Garrett Collection: the Vespasian, 
BMC p. 80, No. 395, has Titus 
Domitian on horseback on the 
reverse; the Trajan, BMC p. 90, No. 
425, is a Genius reverse; and the 
Hadrian, BMC p. 249, No. 75, has a 
bust of Sol on reverse. By 
elimination (all others of those 
denominations being attributed) 
the Quintuple Crown must be 
Luneburg, either 1638 or 1647 (both 
just marked 'THG") while the 
Triple Crown is also from 
Luneburg, 1685, the Lute Player 


type. The 10 Francs from Geneva is 
the huge silver one of 1851, in 
proof! The Spanish Medal is a 
problem: it probably perished with 
most of T. Harrison Garrett's 
medals in the great Baltimore Fire 
of 1904. 

The great U.S. gold deal moved 
into high gear on January 17: "The 
affidavit inclosed was prepared on 
the day I received your letter, but 
thinking it better to have it 
acknowledged under the seal of a 
Court of Record, a day*s delay 
occurred, and then wishing to 
write you about the American gold 
1 have held back my letter till now. 
[Affidavit concerned the lost four 
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pieces and just repeated previous 
information.] 

''Today I have seen the owner 
— and he declines any arrangement 
unless I purchase outright $725 
worth, so that 1 fear I shall not be 
able to supply you with the 
required pieces. 

"This letter, which you will 
receive tomorrow, will explain a 
telegram which leaves here at this 
moment. My reason for 
telegraphing is 1 am compelled to 
give my final answer today as the 
man leaves Boston tonight and 
takes the gold with him, and if you 
send word that you will take the 
pieces 1 will buy the lot and take 
my chances . . .” 

Western Union Message, 
Woodward to Garrett, 1/17/83: . . 

Will you take Half Eagles Ninety 
Six, Ninety Seven, Eighteen Two, 
Three, Nineteen, Twenty One, 
Twenty Four, Six, Seven, Eight,

And on Jan. 18: "Yesterday 
morning the man who owned the 
gold told me that he would leave 
town last night, but should be at a 
store in the City till 6 P.M. Your 
message arrived late. I went in 
town in search of my party, found 
that he had left, but suspecting he 
might have deferred his journey on 
account of the storm, I went over to 
Brookline where 1 thought he 
might be, and had the good luck to 
find my surmise correct, and, to 
make a long story short, bought the 
entire collection. 

"1 think 1 mentioned to you that 
1 once owned the collection, but a 
much more interesting fact I did 
not mention: the pieces formed the 
gold cabinet of Joseph J. Mickley. 
After purchasing his coins I sold 
the gold collection entire and it has 
not come back to me. 

"Living close to the Mint and 
beginning early, Mr. Mickley had 
facilities for collecting superior to 
any other person, and he knew well 
how to avail himself of them. With 
one possible exception I do not 
believe that for quality the 
collection can be equalled. They 
will average about like the pieces 
concerning which I telegraphed 
you, which, 1 doubt not you will 
agree with me, are much better 
than the terms of my message led 
you to expect. 

"As I feel sure you would like to 
see them whether you buy them or 
not, I have picked out and send to 
you for examination (and purchase 
if you want them) the most 
remarkable pieces, remarkable 
either for rarity or condition. 

"The package of coins came 
safely and I inclose memorandum 
of those retained by you. [from the 
Jan. 11 shipment.] . . 
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"List of American Gold sent Mr. T.H. Gauett on Approval, fan. 18, 1883: 

A 1 797 Half Eagle, 1 5 Stars. The 1 6 Star variety, the rarer of the two, 1 put in 
your lot. This is also uncommonly rare. $ 25.00 

B 1795 Half Eagle with the Large Eagle reverse, nearly Proof and amongst 
the rarest of the rare. 40.00 

C 1798 Half Eagle, Small Eagle reverse. With the exception of this piece I never 
saw but one other (that I sold for $125.) 1 think it not less rare than the 
1815. 100.00 

D 1 799 Half Eagles, one having large and the other small stars in the 
constellation around the eaglets head on the reverse. Either one (2 
pieces) 15.00 

E 1 806 Half Eagle, variety in the date in the figure 6. Either one (2 pieces) 8. 00 

F 1810 Half Eagles, different dies. Either one (2 pieces) 8.00 

G 1820 Half Eagle. I put in on account of its magnificent condition 25.00 

H 1830 Half Eagle. 1 put in for the same reason. 25.00 

1 1797 Quarter Eagle. The rarest of the series and said to be the finest existing 

Isend this 
piece at the price which it was invoiced to me. 75.00 

K 1 797 Eagle, small eagle reverse, four stars facing, condition splendid, and 

the rarest variety of the Eagles. 35.00 

L 1798, '99, 1801, '03 Eagles. Sent on acct. of superior quality. Either one (4 
pieces) 18.00 

M 1821 Quarter Eagle, Proof. 1 cannot find a record of the sale of this 

piece. 20.00 

N 1827 Quarter Eagle, nearly Proof. 12.00 


From this magnificent list Garrett 
kept: A; B; C; D (the large stars 
one); K; and both the 1799 and the 
1801 Eagles from L. This, of course, 
was in addition to the telegraphed 
group of January 17th: Half Eagles 
of 1796, 1797, 1802, 1803, 1819, 
1821, 1824, 1826, 1827, 1828, and 
1829; and Quarter Eagles of 1805, 
1806 and 1826. Not a bad bit of 
work for two days of purchasing! In 
addition, lot I above, the superb 
1797 Quarter Eagle which Garrett 
turned down at $75, came to him at 
$65 from H.P. Newlin in October of 
1884 after Newlin bought it from 
Woodward for that amount. (It is 
illustrated on p. 272 of The 
Numismatist, February, 1976, and 
also in David Akers' "U.S. Quarter 
Eagles.") The 21 pieces he took at 
this time cost him a total of 
$451.00! The 1978 Red Book prices 
for these pieces, in their proper 
grades, come to $138,400, not 
including the 1798 Small Eagle 
Half Eagle, VF; 1819 Half Eagle, 
Unc.; 1827 Half Eagle, Unc.; and 
the 1829 Large Date Half Eagle, 
Unc., none of which are priced in 
the book. 


The Mickley pedigree adds 
further lustre, if that be possible, to 
these incredible pieces. Yet that is 
not the only famous name in their 
history: as Woodward remarked, he 
had sold the collection of Mickley's 
gold in its entirety to one man at 
the time he purchased Mickley's 
other coins in 1867. The 
correspondence gives us no help in 
determining the name of this 
collector who held these pieces for 
some sixteen years prior to the 
transaction we have just observed. 
Fortunately, however. Woodward 
himself had published, in the July, 
1880, issue of The American 
Journal of Numismatics, a list, 
with commentary, of the auction 
sales he had conducted from his 
first in 1 860 up to his 30th in June of 
1880. His comments on the 17th 
Sale, the Mickley Collection, 
begin: "The collection of Joseph J. 
Mickley, which needs no 
introduction to the American 
numismatist. The catalogue 
comprised all of the American 
portion except the gold, which was 
sold to Mr. Appleton ..." This

Mickley was 
the most prominent early 19th century numismatist in America. Memorable 
among his accomplishments was the purchase at face value in 1827 of four 
proof quarters from the Philadelphia Mint. Today each one is an extreme rarity. 
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Appleton of Boston, the famous 
numismatist whose collection 
(obviously minus the gold) formed 
the heart of the Massachusetts 
Historical Society's collection. 

Garrett acted promptly, 
returning the unpurchased lots on 
Jan. 22. (He needed to clear things 
out; the huge shipment of Jan. 19 
from Frossard had reached him.) 
Woodward replied on the 23rd: 
"Your favor of fan. 22d reached me 
this morning. The package has not 
yet arrived but doubtless it will be 
here tomorrow. As requested, 1 
inclose full statement of your 
account which 1 trust you will find 
correct. 

‘7 will look out for you for Half 
Eagles 1802 e) 3 plain dates if such 
exist. It is certainly strange if they 
do not, and yet 1 do not find either 
of them in the catalogues to which 
I have referred though I find the 
overdates. 

'7 have been looking up the 
subject of 1815 Vi Eagles. I know of 
one abroad [Stockholm] and am 
pretty certain there are three in this 
country. I knew of one in N. Y. some 
20 years ago which 1 have lost the 
trace of and am not certain 
whether it is one of the three 
referred to. If it is, the number 
known is four; if it is not, there 
must be five. I am now trying to 
purchase one but if 1 get it shall 
have to pay $250. 1 once offered for 
the one referred to as in N. York 
$400 cash on behalf of Mr. W.A. 
Lilliendahl. My offer was declined 
and I never heard directly of the 
piece afterwards . . ."' 

The summary of Garrett's 
account covers the shipments since 
Jan. 1 1 . As we shall see, a number of 
corrections and revisions were 
necessary to this bill as it first 
came. We might, however, note 
here one item: "Balance on Bill 
Dec. 19, 1882, Lots B, N, P, H 
$42.50." Garrett apparently agreed 
to pay for those four lots which 
were lost at his end, or else found 


them and decided to keep them. 

On January 25: ‘7 mailed you a 
letter late last evening, and this 
morning hasten to correct an error 
into which I fell. 

'‘The coins came safely last night 
and 1 then discovered that in your 
letter 1 mistook an “N" for an "A," 
hence in the bill I charged one in 
place of the other. Please find 
inclosed an amended bill. [This 
was a two-line amendment, 
substituting Lot A ( 1 797 Half Eagle 
at $25) for Lot N (1797 Quarter 
Eagle) on the main bill. Net cost of 
bill thus increased by $13.] 

"Last night I had a talk with a 
man whose knowledge of 
American gold is very extensive 
and he gave it as his opinion that 
all the 1801 et) 2 Vi Eagles are 
overstrikes or altered dates, but 
afterwards said that possibly one 
might be found with a plain 
date ..." [of course, he meant to 
put 1802 Sk 1803!] 

Garrett may have made a 
mistake regarding those four 
missing lots for which he had to 
pay, but the shoe was soon on the 
other foot. On January 30: "Your 
favor of fan. 27th duly received 
with remittance $625. 75 for which 
1 am very much obliged. 

"There is a mistake in regard 
to the dispatch sent you Jan. 17th 
[the Western Union telegram 
offering the gold coins]. The rough 
draft I have before me, it was taken 
to the office by my assistant and 
there written on a blank. The 
amount named was intended to be 
$250. 

"Today I will obtain a copy of 
the original dispatch, and if I find 
the mistake was ours 1 have not a 
word to say, for I would stand by 
my word if the sum named was but 
$2 instead of $200; if the dispatch 
proves correct I shall send you a 
copy and request your kind 
assistance, in case the mistake is 
chargeable to the Telegraph Co., 
in establishing that fact. 
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'T.S.: I think there is only one 
1815 Vi Eagle that can be bought, 
and the price fixed on that is $250. 1 
know about the sale you refer to. I 
think the price was $150 but the 
sale was a sham. If you would like 
this piece, please let me know and I 
will obtain it for you. I have not 
seen it but the owner, who is an 
excellent judge, says it is 
uncirculated . . 

And further, on Feb. 1: **1 have 
just rec*d. a little invoice of 
Ancient gold coins and, as I 
propose to do while it is agreeable 
to you, I give you first chance at 
them. There are only a few, but 
several of them are very fine and 
two or three I am informed are 
quite rare. 1 send no list as each 
envelope is marked. [But THG 
added a list at the top of the letter in 
his own hand: 16 pieces, including 
a Chinese Chop Dollar, three 
medals, and a 1786 Double Crown. 
He kept Aurei of Valens, 
Theodosius I, Theodosius II, 
Anastasius, Justinian and Tiberius 
Constantine, a total of $56.50, 
receipted by WEW on Feb. 8, with a 
note written by THC on back of the 
receipt: 'The 1815 Vi Eagle is too 
high at $250."] 

‘Tt is rather difficult to obtain a 
copy, 1 find, of a telegram, but I 
shall presently obtain one 
mentioned in my last letter and 
will forward to you. 

"P.S. 1 have just succeeded in 
seeing the telegram as transcribed 
by my assistant and find that the 
offer, to you, as telegraphed, was 
$200. The original draft as I made it 
was $250. No fault of the Company 
in telegraphing, and you are 
correct.'' Twe can bet that 
Woodward's assistant worked off 
that $50 on half pay!] 

And finally, on Feb. 8: “Please 
find inclosed bill of coins retained 
from last invoice. Thank you this 
time and all others for the prompt 
return of those not wanted, which 
greatly facilitates my business. 


“I congratulate you sincerely on 
the good bargain you got on the lot 
of American gold coins that I 
telegraphed you about. My luck 
was not quite so good but 1 have 
nothing to say. 

“I can get an 1815 Vi Eagle but 
the owner is stiff at $250. It is the 
same one once put into an auction 
and bidin at $150. If you want the 
piece 1 will get it for you at any 
time ..." 

A new series of transactions began 
with Woodward's letter of Feb. 24, 
1883: “I have a few remarkably 
fine pieces of Roman gold which, 
thinking you would be glad to see, 1 
send for your examination. They 
do not belong to me and the price 
seems rather high, but perhaps it is 
not, taking into consideration their 
remarkable condition. On the four 
pieces marked 160, 200, 210 eP 220 
I can make a reduction of 5%, and 
these are the only ones that strike 
me as any way dear. 

“I avail myself of the 
opportunity to send you some 
American gold which 1 have just 
bought. Many of the pieces are 
common, though it is always hard 
to pick up a date that is wanted. If 
you need the pieces you will not 
object to the prices; many of them 
you will observe are marked at 
little more than a nominal advance 
[that is, over face value.] 

“P.S.: I have sets of gold proofs 
for 1862-'64-'65, each 6 pcs., par 
value each $41.50. They cost in 
gold when issued $43 each at a 
period when gold was worth 
anywhere from 1.20 to 2.85. Gold 
being so very dear at the time,the 
number issued was very limited, 
probably not above Vi a dozen, 
especially of '64 and '65. Counting 
interest, they must stand the man 
of whom I bought them at over 
$300 a set. 1 offer them to you at 
$48 a set, the offering being 
contingent on their not being sold 
before I hear from you.'' 

The comment about the 
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premium on gold in the 1860's 
perhaps requires some further 
amplification. As the Federal 
Government needed every bit of 
gold it could get during the Civil 
War to meet foreign obligations, 
the paper money issues from 1861 
on were instituted to relieve the 
pressure on domestic economic 
functions. The populace, however, 
did not regard these paper issues as 
really being worth their face value 
in gold which consequently cost 
considerably more than equivalent 
face value to purchase in the 
marketplace during those years. 
Woodward says the exchange rate 
on a gold dollar ranged from $1.20 
to $2.85 in paper money during that 
period; this obviously was not the 
official government rate which 
claimed parity when it paid paper 
for gold (it wouldnot, however, sell 
gold at par for its own paper), but 
rather what it would cost a citizen 
to acquire gold from those private 
parties who had it. 

A further confirmation of the 
exchange or discount rate 
Woodward cites may be found in 
the American Journal of 
Numismatics for July, 1883, p. 20, 
where, in a review of Woodward's 
May Sale (to which we will come in

due course), the reviewer mentions 
in connection with the 1864 
McCoy Sale . . and taking into 
account the fact that gold then bore 
an immense premium — an eagle 
being worth some $28 in 
greenbacks . . ." Federal paper 
issues thus discounted probably 
included: Demand Notes of 1861; 
Legal Tender issues of 1862 and 
1863; Compound Interest Notes, 
1863-4; Interest-bearing Notes of 
1863, the 1-, 2-, and 3-year types; 
and perhaps the very earliest issues 
of National Bank Notes in 1865. 
Note also that Woodward 
comments the proof sets cost $43 in 
gold at that time: not only did one 
have to pay in gold for the face value 
of the gold coins in the proof set, 
one also had to pay the striking 
charge of $ 1 .50 per set in gold. A set 
thus could have cost the purchaser 
up to $122 in paper money, which, 
counting 5% interest per year since 
1865, would be about $293 per set 
invested by 1883, so Woodward's 
estimate of the level of actual cost 
to the former owner is correct! 
Obviously, he bought them for a 
small increase over issue price if he 
is offering them to Garrett for $48 
per set. Garrett finally bought two 
sets; one was certainly 1865, the 
other probably 1864.

From this list Garrett kept: No. 2, 
1860 $5 of Clark, Gruber Co.; 
No. 9 and No. 11, the 1855 and 1856 
$3 pieces; No. 17, 1863 $3; No. 33, 
34, 35, and 36, Quarter Eagles of 
1850 through 1853; and four pieces 
from No. 38, Quarter Eagles of 
1855, 1867, 1870 and 1871. It is 
possible that the 1855 and 1856 $3 
pieces were the Proofs sold in 
Stack's Garrett Sale, Lots 393 and 
394, since those two pieces were 
attributed only to "THG" in the 
original inventory listings, but one 
rather expects Woodward would 
have commented on them if they 
were Proofs. The 1863 $3 was 
replaced in another transaction 
later in 1883, as we shall see. All the 
Quarter Eagles were later disposed

of or replaced by finer specimens; 
those disposed of without 
replacement were almost certainly 
circulated and Garrett later decided 
they did not fit the collection. The 
one piece which deserves major 
comment which was not purchased 
was the 1841 Quarter Eagle, No. 25 
on the list: unless this was a branch 
mint issue which Woodward 
mislisted, it must have been one of 
the very rarest pieces which ever 
escaped the notice of two such 
advanced numismatists as Garrett 
and Woodward. 

Another list of pieces sent to 
Garrett, any original letter 
accompaning it having been lost 
over the years, came on Feb. 28:

From this new list, obviously 
further selections from the same 
source as the previous shipment, 
Garrett kept: No. 1, 1 800 Eagle,- No. 
13, 1806 V 2 Eagle, probably Pointed 
6; No. 14, 1807 Vi Eagle, old type; 
No. 16, 1808 Vi Eagle; No. 18, 1811 
Vi Eagle; No. 19, 1812 Vi Eagle; No. 
26, 1834 Vi Eagle, new type, 
'Troof," actually p/1 unc.; No. 32, 
1850 yi Eagle; No. 49, 1854 
Eagle; and the gold proof sets 
mentioned earlier, probably 1864 
and 1865. Of these pieces. Nos., 1, 
13, 14, 18, 19 and 26, as well as the 
proof sets, were still in the 
collection in 1975. The 1808 V 2 
Eagle was replaced by a better one 
from the Maris Collection Sale in 
1886. No. 32 and No. 49, 
presumably well circulated, seem 
to have been disposed of by Garrett 
at a later date, perhaps when he was 
thinning out pieces in 1884. There 
are receipts from Woodward for 
pieces from both these lists, the 
first dated March 3 and the second, 
March 8, 1883. Woodward had not 
(in surviving letters) mentioned, up 


to this time, the name of the former 
owner of the pieces on these lists, 
but it certainly was not Mickley. 

Further information on the 
former owner of the gold in these 
last two shipments was 
forthcoming in the next letter, 
March 10, 1883: I attended the 
Fowle Sale [H.D. Fowle 
Collection, sold by Sullivan, 
3/7-9/83] all through and 
succeeded in getting a fair 
proportion of what you ordered. 
Prices ruled very high. Most of the 
things missed on your bids were 
bought by a party on unlimited 
orders; what 1 did secure, though, 
was able to make a large saving on, 
and 1 feel certain you will be 
pleased with the purchases. 

''Thursday night a man leaving 
the sale for Phila. grabbed up my 
goods instead of his own, and 
carried them home. The mistake 
was discovered at once here and by 
him and they will be back in 
Boston today. As the porters at the 
Auction Room know nothing of 
packing coins I shall have yours 
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sent to me and I will pack them 
carefully and forward them on 
Tuesday. 

‘T mailed you a catalogue of a 
sale to take place in N. York, Mar. 
16-17. [H.P. Smith's Historical 
Collection Sale] You will notice 
that it contains a wonderful 
collection of Papal Medals. I wish 1 
could be at the sale but cannot, but 
I shall be represented there by a 
judicious buyer who attends to all 
my orders without expense, and if 
you desire to send any orders they 
will be taken on the same terms. 
This service is rendered me by a 
friend who attends all the sales, for 
whorn I am occasionally able to do 
a favor, so there is really no special 
obligation about it. 

‘7 bought from my old friend Mr. 
Taylor his rare and desirable pieces 
in the silver and copper series 
several years ago. The gold I bought 
recently, and you have had a view 
of it, I think of every desirable 
piece. His collection did not 
contain the 1831 Vi Eagle, but I 
have recently parted with one, to 
whom 1 cannot say. I will try and 
find you one . . .” 

This last named collector, Robert 
Taylor of Baltimore, simply has to 
be the source of the gold coins sent 
with the lists of February 24 and 28. 
Woodward's 27th Sale, 3/9/80 (from 
which, as we saw, Garrett secured 
his 1833 Vi Eagle) had included the 
Robert Taylor silver and copper 
pieces. From the Fowle Collection 
Sale, at which Woodward was 
bidding as Garrett's agent, 
numerous pieces were acquired, 
largely if not exclusively foreign, 
including:

It is also interesting to note 
Woodward actually sent Garrett 
the auction catalogue of a rival firm 
and offered the free use of his own 
agent in case Garrett cared to bid on 
anything in that sale. Garrett did, in 
fact, acquire some pieces from that 
sale, presumably through 
Woodward's friend, including the 
1865 Pattern Two Cent, Judd 407. 

Another interesting topic arose 
in Woodward's letter of March 13: 
'T was fortunate enough to get your 
box started last night, and the 
medals (which are in beautiful 
preservation as a general rule) 1 
inclosed in separate papers and 
think they will reach you safely. 
Many of the things missed were 
bought by a party on unlimited 
orders so that no reasonable offer 
could have bought them. A few 1 
missed by accident (the 
auctioneers sold with great 
rapidity), a few more, perhaps two 
or three, bid on by you 1 bought for 
a little collection of my own; this, 
however, made no difference to 
you as I would have paid 
considerably more for them than 1 
did. 

‘T avail myself of the 
opportunity to send you a lot of 
coins for examination recently 
received from Germany. [Note 
Woodward's frequent contacts 
with the European dealers; perhaps 
even more extensive than those of 
Frossard!] 1 suppose the lot 
contains some curious and 
desirable things. The coins of the 
Longobardi 1 do not believe can be 
found in any American collection, 
and considering their rarity they 
seem to me cheap. A single one is 
sometimes found, as you are 
aware, but I think they are all very 
rare. I had not time to prepare an 
invoice, and the marked envelopes 
render one unnecessary. [But very 
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frustrating since we cannot 
discover just what Woodward sent 
without an invoice!] 

“The Fractional Currency in the 
sale all went to a dealer who 
informs me that he can get from 
10^ to 25^ for each piece. You will 
find in the box sent you probably 
the largest and finest collection of 
this currency which exists. It was 
formed during the War by a 
gentleman in Phila. That, with a 
double set of the Fractional 
Currency of the U.S., he sold for 
$1200. It was for a long time 
offered to me, with the Fractional, 
first for $1000, then for $900. The 
Fractional, which was valued at 
$200, was finally sold and 
subsequently I purchased this 
collection at a greatly reduced 
price. I now send it to you on 
approval, feeling sure you will be 
glad to look it over if you do not 
wish to buy it. As to quality the 
collection needs no 
commendation, and as for 
duplicating it or forming one of 
similar magnitude I think it 
would be impossible. The price is 
$250.. 

This is the first paper money 
correspondence between Garrett 
and Woodward, and is of 
substantial interest. Note that 
Woodward makes a careful 
distinction between U.S. Fractional 
Currency (the Federal Government 
issues) and the major part of the 
collection which consisted of 
fractional currency of another sort. 
This must have been a collection of 
the privately issued fractional scrip 
which made its appearance around 
1862 in vast quantities around the 
northern states due to the severe 
shortage of small change during the 
war. Though there was substantial 
interest in this new collecting field 
during the period of, and shortly 
after, the Civil War (just as there 
was during the same period for the 
collecting of the store cards and 
tokens issued for the same purpose 


in the same era), much of that 
interest died away in the later years 
of the 19th century. It has returned 
in force at the present time, ihd 
such a collection today would be 
worth a substantial sum. It is also 
interesting to note that such a 
collection would certainly have 
included the scrip issues put out by 
Woodward himself from his 
business, the Mount Pleasant 
Apothecary Store in Roxbury, 
Massachusetts, notes which are 
well known today though mostly as 
unsigned remainders. Woodward 
was about the only numismatic 
dealer of the Civil War period who 
ran a store which issued such scrip, 
and in its signed specimens it is a 
pleasant souvenir of this famous 
numismatist. 

On March 13, Garrett received a 
receipt from Woodward for $2 14.75 
for purchases in the Fowle 
Collection Sale, plus $1 for 
packing. 

Further paper money offers arose 
on March 17: “Your favors, one of 
which inclosed check for $287.75 
for which I am much obliged, both 
came to hand today. 

“I think, with you, that the coins 
sent are high priced but 
unfortunately they are not rtiy own 
and I get but a moderate 
commission for selling them. I am 
unable to abate anything from the 
price, 1 wish I could. [Note that 
Garrett's usual price-reduction 
requests did not get too far with 
Woodward, unlike those we saw 
with Newlin and Frossard.] 

“My remarks concerning price 
do not fairly apply to the whole lot, 
for I think that many are 
reasonable, and some very cheap. 

“Have you the 1826 Vi Eaglet I 
can answer the question myself, 1 
think I remember I sold you one. It 
is a very rare piece and I expect to 
receive one today and thought I 
would offer it to you. [Garrett had, 
indeed, bought the Appleton/ 
Mickley specimen a couple months 
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earlier from Woodward.] 

‘'Do you collect Confederate 
Notest I have the rarest note of the 
series, $500 of the Montgomery 
issue, also the $100 note, same 
issue, both extremely fine. A 
collector has the refusal of them 
but quite likely he will not take 
them . . 

And again, on March 21: “1 
inclose the Confederate notes, the 
price of which is $50. I never 
owned one of the $500 before. The 
one sold in Dec. in the Maas 
Collection cost $45. 1 had a bid on 
it at $39 but bought it for $35. The 
one that 1 have is much finer than 
the one sold, indeed mine, as you 
will see, is nearly perfect. The other 
was fine, but by no means up to 
this. 

“1 think 1 gave you a part of the 
history of the collection of 
Fractional Currency. Some years 
ago it was offered to me, first with 
the U.S. Fractional, then just as it 
is, for what 1 thought an enormous 
price, 1 believe it was $800. 1 
afterwards bought it at a great 
reduction, put it in one of my sales, 
it was bought by Mr. Burton for 
$150, and when 1 bought his 
collection it came back to me-or 
rather to me and Mr. Haines 
[surely Ferguson Haines?] who 
purchased the collection with me, 
and at the Burton Sale 1 purchased 
the collection. Since then 1 have 
made no effort to sell it, thinking 1 
would keep it myself, have offered 
it to one man only who wrote me 
the other day to know if 1 still 
retain it. The collection itself is 
unique. Many persons during the 
War, myself included, made 
collections of this currency. Mr. 
Wiggins of Boston also collected 
with a good deal of earnestness, 
but 1 do not think our combined 
collections comprised 400 pieces. 
This, 1 think, has nearly 2,000, and 
a lifetime would not suffice to get 
together another such collection 
now ... P.5. Will have priced for 


you a Fowle Catalogue and send 
you also a Burton Catalogue with 
plates . . .” 

The Burton Collection, 
Woodward's 42nd Sale, 10/26/81, 
was, by all reports, a most 
successful undertaking, U.S. coins 
and Fractional Currency both doing 
very well. No mention, however, 
seems to have been made in any 
published review of the sale that 
Ferguson Haines was Woodward's 
"silent partner" in the transaction. 
Such joint ventures were not 
uncommon during this period, but 
we have only vague hints of the 
membership of most of the 
combined groups involved. 

Apparently Garrett bought the 
Confederate notes, for Woodward's 
letter of April 3rd reads: “For your 
remittance of $132.50 1 am much 
obliged. 

“Of course, 1 am not sure, but 1 
believe you have got the best $500 
Montgomery bill extant. 1 have 
been trying for 5 or 6 years to get 
those two bills, but could not 
succeed until a few days ago. They 
were sent to a friend of mine just 
after the War in payment of a debt 
with promise of redemption. My 
friend is dead and whether that 
redeemer lives or not 1 am not 
sure ..." 

In the following week, just to 
keep an eye on Garrett's other 
numismatic operations, came the 
H.P. Newlin Sale by Haseltine 
marking the beginning of Garrett's 
relationship with Newlin which 
was so fruitful. That was followed 
on April 12-13 by Cogan's sale of 
the J. Wily Aulick Collection from 
which Garrett acquired numerous 
fine specimens, including many 
proofs of silver denominations of 
the 1860's. Then, April 24-25 came 
the Hebbeard Sale by Sampson, 
from which Garrett acquired many 
gold proof sets of the 1860's and 
1870's. This period in 1883 was one 
of the most active in his entire 
numismatic career. 
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Woodward's letter of April 18 
made further offers: ''Your favor 
rec'd and the coins came safely to 
hand. 

"So far as the prices are 
concerned they seem to me high 
but compared with an invoice I 
recieved today from Germany they 
are the "ne plus ultra” of 
moderation. However that may be, 
the margin on which I sell them is 
so small as scarcely to pay for 
handling, but ordering constantly 
from the people who sent them I 
occasionally pick up a good 
bargain which my customers get 
the benefit of. 

"On the first invoice from 
which your purchases were made 
the owner makes a discount of 
10% and I discount you from the 
invoice price 5%. The last 4 lots 
allow me no margin for this. 

"I have a little collection-about 
31 pcs: 25 of them are coins of the 
Knights of Malta ranging in size 
from the Taro to the Double Scudo; 
6 are coins of the Crusaders. They 
are a very curious lot and are 
invoiced to me at $52. 70. 1 paid $1 
expense on them from Europe and 
am allowed a disc, of 10%. As a 
collection they are quite 
remarkable. Here, once in a while, 
we find a coin of this Order, but 
they occur only at intervals and I 
don't suppose that anybody in this 
country has so many as 30. If you 
would like this little collection at 
the net price of $52,701 will send it 
to you. [From the inventory of the 
collection, Garrett did not take him 
up on this one.] 

"An article on these coins you 
have probably noticed in the 
American Journal of Numismatics. 

"Have you seen Appleton's 
article in the last number of the 
Journal on Italian Medals of the 
Renaissance Period! I am informed 
that some of these medals are 
bringing enormous prices in 
Europe. I have quite a number of 
them which came to me in the 


Lewis Coll, and I am holding them 
back till I can learn more about 
them.” 

A brief note on April 26 shows 
Garrett apparently trying to sell 
some of his duplicates: "I have 
been sick or should have answered 
your letter of the 24th before. You 
say 'send the two lots of coins for 
examination.' I shall send 
tomorrow the one lot (the Knights 
of Malta) and I confess I am so 
forgetful or stupid that I cannot 
call to mind the other lot to which 
you refer. [A delicious little 
statement, seeing that Woodward, 
in his earlier years, was noted as an 
expert in mnemonics, an author 
and frequent lecturer on the tricks 
of easy recall!] 

"1 am sorry I cannot be more 
liberal in my offer for the coins 
which you sent me. The Masonic 
Ducat and the V4 Eagle of '65 are 
salable as coins, for the rest I have 
no market. For the gold I can allow 
$83, and for the medals $7.80. ..." 
[This is our primary evidence that 
the 1865 gold proof set was one of 
the two Garrett recently purchased 
from Woodward. He is here trying 
to dispose of an extra 1865 Va 
Eagle.] 

On April 30 the exchange 
continued: "I am just off for N.Y., 
but tomorrow will be sent to you 
your own lot of coins and the little 
lot of Ancient Italian. A full 
account of all these medals will be 
found in the Tresor 
Numismatique, the vol. described 
in my catalogue. No. 1079. 

"As to the medals themselves, I 
am told that the series is attracting 
great attention in Europe, and that 
some of them sell for the enormous 
prices. Wholly ignorant of the 
value of mine, lam equally willing 
to sell them for $100 the lot or 
keeping them. They may be worth 
much more, and I do not know that 
they are worth $20. 1 am sure you 
will be interested in looking them 
over, and that will sufficiently 
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reward me for sending them. 

“You must not think me illiberal 
because I could not offer you more 
for the coins and medals which you 
sent me, but the truth is they are 
not adapted to my trade, and if I 
purchased I should have to use the 
bulk of the gold as currency, and 
only a few of the pieces having a 
numismatic value. 

“I shall hope to hear from you at 
my sale in N. Y. this week ..." 

We might recall that Garrett 
tried to move some pieces on 
Frossard with similar ill luck, and 
that he once commented to Newlin 
that he was a bit afraid of buying 
patterns since he had had some bad 
experiences with them in the past. 

The sale to which Woodward 
refers was his 55th, the Winslow 
Lewis and Mickley Collections (the 
remains of Mickley's gold after 
Garrett had first pick). From this 
sale Garrett acquired some notable 
pieces, both U.S. and foreign, 
including: 

1870 Silver Dollar, Proof 

1874 Trade Dollar, Proof 

Proof Quarters of 1862 and 1863 

Proof Dime of 1875 

Proof Vi Dime ik Silver of 1854 

George IV, Half Crown, 1820 

Victoria, 1847 Gothic Crown, Proof 

Pius IX, 1867 10 Lire 

Russia, Platinum 6 Roubles of 1831 

Another brief note. May 9: “Have 
just returned from N.Y. and Phila. 
and find your favors awaiting me, 
including two packages of coins 
and medals, for all of which I am 
much obliged. 

“The rare gold which you have 
bought of me lately you secured 
just at the right time. The rare 
pieces of the American gold series, 
those that are strictly rare, are now 
commanding almost any price. . ." 
[All reports of the Lewis/Mickley 
Sale stressed the incredibly high 
prices the gold coins were bringing 
there, which is particularly 
interesting when we note that most 
of the really rare pieces had been 


"'cherry-picked" by Garrett prior to 
the sale!] 

Between this and the next letter 
intervened Haseltine's 69th Sale, 
The O.H. Berg Collection from 
Baltimore. This sale, noted already 
in the Frossard correspondence, 
was the source of the 1 804 Dollar in 
the Garrett Collection. 

On May 25 Woodward returned 
to the subject of the 1815 Half 
Eagle: “Please find inclosed bill of 
coins retained by you which I 
believe is correct. The last package 
of coins returned safely. 

“When at my home, we had 
some talk about an 1815 Half 
Eagle. 1 have now got an 1815 Vi 
Eagle which will appear in my 58th 
Sale, June 25-26. The piece is very 
fine, it is also genuine and, so far as 
I am aware, there is but one other 
collection that contains a genuine 
specimen in this country. There is 
one in Sweden, and a gentleman 
who owned another is now dead 
and I think died possessed of the 
piece. I offered him $400 for it, he 
declined any less price than $500, 
and whether he ever parted with it 
or not I do not know. The four I 
mention I think complete the list of 
all known genuine specimens ..." 

Referring once more back to the 
correspondence between Garrett 
and Newlin, we should note that 
Newlin, in letters of October, 1883, 
states quite clearly that Woodward 
had two 1815 Half Eagles in his 
possession at one time about this 
period: the one later sold in the 
58th Sale (which he mentions) and 
a finer one which he sold privately 
to H.P. Newlin. There was also 
another one, sold in Haseltine's 
69th Sale, June 6, 1883, which 
Garrett bought and which 
Woodward felt was a fake. (Garrett 
later sent it back to Haseltine, 
apparently.) It would seem that 
Garrett was not yet the ultimate 
first-line customer for at least that 
date in rare gold, though Woodward 
carefully maintained silence about 
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Gobrecht Dollar, 1836, Judd 65. Lot 117 
of the W.f. fenks Sale, Woodward’s 58th, 
6125183 


the existence of a better piece for 
the moment, doubtless hoping 
Garrett would bid on the one he 
planned to auction. Garrett did, 
indeed, acquire that one, as we shall 
see. 

Some quick exchanges followed. 
June 6: ’’The loss of a Mss. ready for 
the printer which I was compelled 
to write a second time has kept me 
very busy since I received your 
favor. I find that Nos. 64, 65, 73, 
45a and 40b were all returned to 
me. Please deduct them from the 
bill and excuse the error. [On June 
12, Woodward sold the "Mexican 
Collection," his 56th Sale; among 
other pieces from it, Garrett 
acquired a lovely 1786 
Vermontensium copper, Ryder 6.] 

June 30: ’’Please find inclosed 
memorandum of coins retained by 
you which I trust will be found 
correct. I have just received from 
Europe a pretty nice lot of medals, 
and wishing you to see them, I 
have hastily packed them, 
classifying them only by prices as I 
have not time to do more, and send 
them for your examination, 
trusting they will reach you before 
you leave home . . . .P.S. The bulk 
of the medals I send you I have 
never seen before. Some are very 
fine, and the price, I think, is little 
if any more than half of what such 
medals are selling for. I do not own 
them, they are sent as a 
consignment and the price being 
left for me I have taken good care to 
make it reasonable . " There is also a 
receipted bill, July 6, for a total of 1 0 
unspecified medals, total price 


$9.25, mentioned here out of time 
sequence since it clearly connects 
to these letters. 

On June 25-26 Woodward held 
his 58th Sale, the Wm. J. Jenks 
Collection, in which Garrett 
bought the 1815 Half Eagle which 
he later traded to Newlin. He also 
acquired quite a number of valuable 
pieces besides this: Quarter Eagles 
of 1827, 1829, 1830, 1831 and 1833; 
1836 Gobrecht Dollar, J.65; 1868 
Silver Dollar, Proof; Quarters of 
1844, 1847 and 1865; Charles II, 
England, 1673 Crown; Louis XV, 
1719 Ecu; and several others. We 
may be missing a letter which 
would have accompanied these 
pieces. 

The next surviving letter from 
Woodward, dated July 31, 1883, 
begins the last major transaction 
between the two men which is 
recorded in the correspondence file, 
though, as we shall see, individual 
letters of great importance remain 
from later years. The main topic of 
the July 31 letter was to occupy 
them for the next several months: 

”1 own, and shall have in my 
possession presently, 23 full Proof 
Sets of American gold, 1 860 to 1 883 
inclusive, wanting only 1861. All, 1 
believe are in perfect order, many 
of them in the papers in which they 
left the Mint. The early sets, as you 
are aware, cost $43 in gold when 
gold was worth from 1.20 to 2.85. 1 
do not know what you or other 
collections may have, but 1 have 
never seen or heard of so extensive 
a line of American Proof gold. 

’’The entire set is for sale, and if 
you would like to buy it 1 will buy 
of you such sets, or what would be 
the same thing, retain such sets as 
you may have in your cabinet 
providing the number is small. The 
idea is this: 1 want the whole lot to 
go together, and while 1 would not 
like to break them up, would have 
no objection to having a few odd 
sets in stock. The lowest price for 
the whole line is $1500. If you do 
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not purchase, please do me the 
favor not to mention that I have 
offered them to you. I spent a day in 
Baltimore lately and should have 
called on you had you been in the 
city ..." 

The matter of the gold proof sets 
was continued on August 18, 1883, 
in a letter both written and signed 
by a different hand than 
Woodward's, presumably that of 
his assistant: "Your favor of the 
11th inst. duly received, but the 
coins mentioned as returned have 
not yet arrived. As the delay is 
unusual I write to let you know 
about it. 1 presume, though, they 
will come along all right. 

"1 send you by today's express a 
very remarkable little parcel. It 
contains a set of the 1879 Patterns 
as follows: 6 Silver Dollars; 3 Half 
Dollars; 2 Quarters; and 3 Dimes. I 
am informed that no other set ever 
left the Mint. They do not belong to 
me, and the owner will not sell 
them to me unless I pledge myself 
not to put them in an auction sale. 
This, of course, I will not do. The 
price of the set is $175; this is $25 
off from the price that they were 
first offered to me at with the 
condition named. 

"1 send also 2 Pattern copper 
Dollars: one the Commercial 
Dollar by Barber, plain edge; the 
other the Commercial Dollar by 
Longacre, reeded edge. For this 
price, if 1 do not return them, I am 
to pay $75 net. If you buy them the 
price is 10% above what I have to 
pay, say $82.50. 

‘7 am sorry you decided against 
the gold Proofs. 1 know of no 
similar collection. Appleton has 
none; Parmelee left off his series 
years ago-, and I know of no 
collector who has anything 
approaching so full a line. Several 
of the sets are worth at least $75 or 
$80 each ..." 

Obviously Garrett was not 
interested in acquiring the entire 
package of gold proof sets. As we 


shall see from the next letter, 
however, he was most certainly 
interested in some of them. 

August 31, 1883: "Please find 
inclosed amended bill. No. 41 was 
checked as returned but a blob of 
ink fell on the spot and the check 
was overlooked. No. 65 1 was in 
hopes I had sent to you as it is 
missing, but 1 am satisfied it was 
not sent. 

"About the Proof Sets, 1 have a 
pretty good offer for them as a 
whole, but have not accepted it. If 
you care to make me an offer on the 
different years separately please do 
so. I may say in advance, however, 
that the offer must be a pretty 
liberal one to be as advantageous 
as the one 1 already have. You are, 
of course, aware that three of the 
sets are excessively rare, 
particularly 1863 and 1876 ..." 

They continued the negotiation 
on Sept. 5: "Your favor received 
with draft for $17.50. Thank you. 

"I made in behalf of a Western 
customer an offer for the Pattern 
Pieces, but the owner absolutely 
declines to take for the 1879 set 
anything under $150 net cash. He 
will take that sum but will allow 
me nothing. On the copper dollars 
he will make no discount. 

"I wish to sell all the gold sets 
together, but if 1 break the series 
you shall have the first offer of such 
as you want. 

"This is not an offer, for I am not 
prepared to make an offer, but fair 
prices would be about as follows, 1 
think: 1860, $65; 1863, $85; 1866, 
$65; 1868, $65; 1870, $65; 1872, 
$65; 1873, the rarest set but one, 
$85; 1874, extremely rare, $80; 
1875, the rarest set, $85. ..." 

As we learn from Woodward's 
letter of Sept. 10, Garrett was still 
holding 1879 Patterns from 
mid-August: "I sent you today a 
remarkable collection of gold 
coins. They appear to me high, and 
1 add nothing to the dealer's price. 
If I sell any 1 get a commission of 
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1 0%, no more. The coins referred to 
are in yellow, 1 was about to say, 
but 1 have changed them into 
white ones. [Envelopes, of course.] 

''The eight silver coins lVi,2 and 
3 crown pieces, are from my own 
stock and 1 have made the prices, 1 
think, very moderate on them. 

"If you have determined not to 
keep the Pattern Sets will you be 
kind enough to put them in the 
package that you may return from 
this invoice." 

On Sept. 18: "It has been so long 
since I wrote you about the 1879 
Patterns that I have really 
forgotten what I did write. If you 
have decided to keep them, if you 
will have the kindness to refer to 
any letter and tell me I will make a 
bill to conform, or, if you please, 
you can remit for them and I will 
send a receipt. 

"It is a matter of no 
consequence, but I have some 
curiosity on the subject: the last 
two packages returned by you have 
reached me with expressages 
unpaid. I would really like to know 
if you paid the expressages as I 
suspect the Express Co. collected 
their charge at both ends of the 
route." 

It is likely that Garrett simply 
checked the price and sent a check 
to Woodward, as we have a 
receipted bill dated September 18, 
1883, for two pieces from previous 
shipments and for the 1879 Pattern 
Set. All the pieces from that set can 
be identified from the Garrett 
Collection inventory: the dollars 
(all silver, as were the other 
denominations) were: f.l603, the 
Barber ''Washlady"; J.1605; 1.1608, 
the Morgan ^'Schoolgirl''; J.1611; 

I. 1613; and 1.1615; Half Dollars: 

J. 1 597, the "Washlady," J. 1 599, and 
1.1601; Quarters: J.1590, the 
"Washlady," and 1.1593; and 
Dimes: J.1584, the "Washlady," 
f.l586, and J.1588. A particularly 
nice group for $175! 

This was followed by the letter of 


October 8: "Thanks for your favor 
with remittance. 1 did not feel 
authorized to consider the Pattern 
Pieces sold without further 
instructions from you. 

"1 inclose two very desirable 
coins for your examination. I do 
not own either of them. The Silver 
Center Cent is the property of a 
correspondent in Cal. [Doubtless, 
Dohrmann.j The Non Vi, I am 
under the impression, is from 
abroad but I don't know. It is, with 
one exception, I think, the finest I 
have ever seen. The price of the 
Non Vi is $75; The Silver Center 
Cent $125. A former holder of the 
Silver Center priced it at $300. 
That price was far too much, but 
my price is low. I sent you today 
Catalogue of my next sale. [His 
59th, the German Collection, sold 
Oct. 29.1 It contains a great many 
things that seldom if ever appear 
here, especially among the large 
coins of Continental Europe. . ." 

Once more on the proof sets, Oct. 
13: "I have just received my gold 
Proof Sets, and write you about 
them as I promised to do. 

"This is the whole story: I have a 
fair offer for the whole 23 sets 
which I have not accepted, and am 
open for an offer for the lot. You 
want 9 sets, if you will riot buy the 
whole, if you will make me a fair 
offer for each one of th^ nine you do 
want, in case the other party who 
bids for the whole will take the 
remainder I will let you have the 
nine. As the man is anxious to 
know my decisions, will you oblige 
me with an answer at your earliest 
convenience. 

"I am about beginning the 
catalogue of the Ely Collection. It 
has been a long time since so fine a 
cabinet was dispersed. It is very 
rich in Pattern Pieces and contains 
every Mint issue, I mean of date 
and denomination, except four 

Further transactions, Oct. 19: "I 
will send you this afternoon by 
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Express a fine selection of coins. I 
send them in the original envelopes 
as received of the dealer from 
Europe. In the lower right hand 
corner the price is given in Marks; 
in the upper left hand corner in red 
dre his prices to me, and I notice he 
charges 30 cents to the Mark which 
is certainly a very small advance. 
Whatever you may select I shall 
charge you his prices for, with 10 
per cent added, this will make the 
coins come very low, I think. 
Amongst the siege pieces are many 
very rare and desirable. 

‘7 wrote you several days since 
concerning the gold Proof Sets. I 
think I wrote you that I had an 
offer for them which I held in 
abeyance waiting your decision. 
My customer [is anxious? . . . 
Woodward left out something] for 
an answer, will you kindly let me 
know if you wish to purchase the 
nine sets concerning which you 
wrote, or any portion of them. 

‘'The owner of the Non Vi is also 
anxious for my decision, will you 
please give me yours. 1 beg you will 
excuse me if I seem importunate 
but I am anxious on account of my 
correspondents, who hurry me. 

“In a catalogue which I sent you 
the other day, if you will look it 
over you will discover some very 
desirable things . . . P.S. Looking 
over, I find I am not quite correct 
about marks: one invoice is 
marked as I said, another invoice 
(XI) has the number in the upper 
left corner, the price in dollars and 
cents at the lower right. The whole 
of invoice XI you will notice 
consists of siege pieces and coins of 
necessity . . 

Woodward continued pushing on 
Oct. 22: “I am sorry you did not 
keep the Non Vi for it is a good one 
and seems to me to be well worth 
the money. 

“I quote you prices as near as I 
can guess on the prehistoric objects 
. . . [Lengthy list of lot numbers and 
price estimates follows, with a few 


comments regarding desirability of 
certain of these lots. We can safely 
skip it.] 

“Coming to the gold Proof Sets I 
have had an offer for the entire line 
but for a fair price I will take out 
and sell you such as you want. 
1860 is scarce, 1861 is very scarce, 

1 863 is one of the very rarest, 1866 
and 1868 are both rare, also 1870 
and 1872. 1873 is even rarer than 
1863. 1874 is rare, and 1875 
amongst the rarest, the $3 piece 
alone is held at $25. I am of the 
opinion that if sold at auction the 
nine sets would bring about $660, 
they ought to. I will send them to 
you for $360. 1 would send them in 
advance for examination but, of 
course, you know just how they 
appeat-Mr. Ely kept them wrapped 
up as they left the Mint." [Our 
only, though conclusive, evidence 
that these nine rare date gold proof 
sets w^^re from the Ely Collection.] 

Minor complications on Oct. 25 
“I am sorry to find I have got the 
things a little mixed in the matter 
of the gold Proofs. In my first letter 
to you on the subject I stated to you 
that I had the series 1860 to 1883 
complete, wanting only 1861. In 
your letter to me. Sept. 3rd, which I 
inclose, you said T want only', etc. 
In my reply I quoted prices 
amounting to $660 for the 9 sets. 
When I received your letter of the 
1 9th inst. I turned to your Sept. 3rd 
favor, cast up the aggregate 
amount $660, deducted from it 
10%, leaving $594, from which I 
took $34, making my offer $560, 
and it is only now that I have 
discovered that you included in 
your list 1861, a set which I have 
never had and could not possibly 
obtain. 

“I send you the 9 sets which I 
supposed you inquired about, and 
which I supposed I was offering, 
and inclose you a bill for the same 
at $550, but this implies no 
obligation on your part to purchase 
them. They are, however, very 
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cheap at that price and I don't 
believe they can be duplicated in 
the country. 

“1 am sorry for all this bother. 
Your letter of Sept. 3rd be kind 
enough to return to tne as I have an 
unbroken file of the entire 
correspondence of my business life. 
[oh, if we only had that file!] 

"The package of coins returned 
arrived safely. The $3 pieces which 
you mention, in my next sale, will, 
1 judge, bring about $5 each. 1856, 
V and '8, 1 should say one or two 
dollars more. 1 have an order at a 
little less than $5 on the whole line, 
and on some of the more recent 
ones orders at $7 and upwards. 

"As I shall be in New York Oct. 
27-31,1 will thank you to address 
me there in care of Bangs e) Co." 
[For the German Sale, Oct. 29, and 
the Beales Sale, Oct. 31.1 

Final entry on the proof sets: two 
receipted bills, both dated October 
25, 1883, one for $15.41 on 
purchases from invoices Y.B. and 
XI, the other for $550 for nine gold 
proof sets. To straighten out the 
tangle of the previous letters, the 
dates Garrett finally purchased 
were: 1860, 1863, 1866, 1868, 1870, 



Quarter, 1827, Curled Base 2, original, proof. 
Ex J.J. Mickley; Jeremiah Colburn; John 
McCoy; Herman Ely Sale, Woodward’s 
62nd, 118184, Lot 244. 

1872, 1873, 1874 and 1875. All for 
$550! The 1875 set alone realized a 
total of $320,000 in the 1976 
Garrett Sale! A nice improvement 
on the investment of only $85 for 
that set! 

This marks the end of the 
correspondence file until March, 
1885, when we resume in the 
middle of ongoing affairs. There is 
no telling what happened to the 
missing letters of later 1883, all of 
1884 and the beginning of 1885. 

That correspondence continued 
can be inferred from successful bids 
by Garrett in four different 
Woodward auctions during that 
period, including the following 
items:

Counterfeit 1972 Doubled Die Cent Discovered 


The appearance of a counterfeit 1972 Doubled Die cent came as no surprise to the 
AN ACS staff With the ever increasing values placed on varieties, it was just a matter 
of time before a counterfeiter decided to fill the demand. While this new counterfeit 
is not one of the better attempts at duplicating coins, it could fool newcomers to coin 
collecting. 

The photographs accompanying this story show specific details of the counterfeit, 
and matching photos show the corresponding areas of the genuine coin. Generally, 
the counterfeit has an overall weakness of detail, quite a large number of lumps all 
over the obverse and reverse and a few raised '^wormy" lines that are seldom seen on 
genuine coins. These points cannot be used as diagnostics of counterfeit coins in 
general, but should be used to detect this particular counterfeiter's product.

■ Did you know? An ANA member of 
many years ago (1909-37) was never an 
officer or active in the Association yet 
his portrait is preserved on a bronze pla- 
quette and a bronze medal by the same 
famous sculptor. He and a partner 
founded a company that manufactured 
machine tools and astronomical in- 
struments, including several notable 
telescopes (Lick, for one). We find no 
record of his numismatic interests, but 
he had good credentials as an ANA 
member, having been recommended by 
its editor and publisher Farran Zerbe 
and general secretary Frank G. Duffield. 
He died in 1937 at age 90, the holder of 
many engineering honor awards. His 
name was Ambrose Swasey and he was 
ANA member no. 1220. The famous 
sculptor was Victor D. Brenner. 

■ The United States Postal Service re- 
ported, in its December issue of Memo 
to Mailers, that it had accused a private 
mint of falsely advertising its gold- 
plated John Wayne memorial medal. 


One of the implications the Postal Ser- 
vice found misleading was that the gold 
plating would add significantly to the 
medal's value. 

With the skyrocketing price of gold 
and silver, there will be an increasing 
number of attempts to lure buyers with 
offers of items containing precious 
metals. Gold and silver do have a value 
in enhancing the appearance of many 
objects, especially those used as orna- 
ments. Beware, however, of vague and 
indefinite implications that you are get- 
ting value in the mere quantity of the 
metal. When buying precious metals in 
any form, insist on a statement of the 
quantity and purity of what you are pay- 
ing for. A troy ounce of standard coin 
gold, for instance, is worth only $450 
when pure gold can be had at $500 an 
ounce. 

■ Isn't it a grand and satisfying feeling 
to find a highly-placed or a recognized 
authority expounding one of your own 
pet theories! This happened to me not 
long ago when an interview with finan- 
cial columnist Sylvia Porter in — of all 
places— the November United Main- 
liner caught my attention. 

It was an interesting and thought- 
provoking interview, but the question 
that brought forth the statement of my 
own belief was: "Aside from inflation 
and inflation psychology, what do you 
see as the biggest problems currently 
facing the U.S. economy?" Porter's 
(Mrs. fames F. Fox) reply: ‘'Declining 
productivity (my italics). That's the key 
to the whole thing. That's what started 
the inflation. Let's put it in simple 
terms: If ten people can put out 100 
widgets to sell at ten dollars apiece you 
have small profit. If the same ten people 
can put out 150 widgets then the extra 
money can be divided between higher 
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wages and higher profits/' (Higher stan- 
dard of living) "But if productivity de- 
clines, you have to put up the price of 
widgets and you get inflation." (Even- 
tually everyone loses.) 

Her example is over-simplified, of 
course, but it illustrates the problem. 
Declining productivity is not the single 
cause of inflation but it is a big factor 


and Mrs. Porter is probably correct in 
calling it the "key." A cutback in the 
money supply may, as many 
economists say, result in curbing of in- 
flation, painfully. A few percentage 
points increase in productivity 
throughout business and industry 
would have beneficial effects without 
the pain.

U.S.S.R . — New Series of 1980 Olympic Coins 



The latest 1980 Olympic coin commemoratives struck in silver, gold and 
platinum by the Goznak Mint of Moscow and Leningrad are available now at major 
coin dealers. 


Numismatists can add the fourth series of silver and platinum, also the fifth gold 
coin to their Moscow 1980 Olympic coin collections. The final series in each metal 
to complete this unique Olympic coin issue celebrating the first Olympics ever 
hosted by the Soviet Union, will be available this spring, prior to the opening of the 
Games in Moscow mid-July. 

"The unprecedented escalation in precious metal costs during recent months has 
made it necessary to increase the price of these latest issues," said Gerald D. Edge, 
the Moscow 1980 Olympic Coin Program's North American managing director. 
"Retail coin sales traditionally reflect the prevailing price of the precious metal in 
which a coin is struck, therefore retail prices of Moscow's latest Olympic coins also 
reflect higher bullion costs." 

Despite this year's precipitious rise in silver and gold costs, Olympic silver coins 
have only risen in price by an average of 20 percent and gold coins an average of 40 
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Gold Platinum 


percent, Mr. Edge pointed out. He added that the retail price of the platinum coins 
has risen proportionately to that of the metal. 

\ The Program's suggested retail issue prices for the uncirculated quality of the new 

series are $110 (silver) $287 (gold) and $488 (platinum). Mr. Edge assured current 
direct mail subscribers that their existing orders for Olympic coins will continue to 
be honored at original guaranteed prices. 

New Issues Described 

Consisting of two five-rouble and three ten-rouble legal tender coins, the fourth 
.900 fine silver series symbolizes athletic strength. This is the last series based on 
individual sports themes related to the Olympic motto: "Citius, Altius, Fortius," 
(swifter, higher, stronger). 

Each silver coin's reverse illustrates raised delineations of the 1980 Olympic 
Games emblem alongside familiar Olympic disciplines including weightlifting, 
hammer throw, judo and boxing. Coin designs also incorporate the stadium in which 
the featured event will take place during the Games this year. In contrast to the 
^ contemporary version of weightlifting, one ten-rouble silver coin depicts a non- 

Olympic Russian sport known as "lifting of the weight." The object of this contest, 
as exemplified by the coin's design, is the number of times a 16 kilogram bowling- 
ball shaped weight can be lifted in one hand. 

I Containing a half ounce of gold, the fifth in the .900 fine gold six-coin collection 

bears the combined message of "Sports and Peace" on its reverse. Defined by a globe 
and palm branch, the design is overstruck by the raised delineation of the 1980 
Olympic Games emblem. 

Containing a half ounce of platinum, the fourth in a five-coin 
j collection — unparalleled in the 2,500-year history of commemorative Olympic 

coinage — pursues the historic theme of previous issues in portraying ancient 
charioteers from the early Greek Games. The new 150- rouble coin also perpetuates a 
rare tradition in the minting of legal tender platinum coins dating back more than 
150 years when the world's first specimen was struck by Imperial Russia. 

All Moscow Olympic coins have a common obverse showing the Soviet state 
; emblem composed of entwined wreaths encircling a globe illuminated by a radiant 

sun. Each obverse also carries the Cyrillic inscription "USSR" and the coin's legal 
tender denomination. The inscription around each coin's reverse circumference 
reads: "The XXII Olympiad, Moscow 1980," with the year of mintage. 

It is anticipated that the United States Olympic Committee will receive contribu- 
tions in excess of $1,000,000, representing three percent of the face value of every 
^ Moscow Olympic coin purchased in the United States. This same arrangement 

benefits national Olympic committees in all participating nations. 

In total, the Moscow 1980 Olympic coin collection will consist of 28 silver coins 
(five series); six gold and five platinum coins. They are available through selected 
‘ coin dealers and mail order.

. Originated and administered by David R. Cervin. the Roman C.oin Project is a program 
specially designed for junior members of the ANA to earn Roman and Byzantine coins for 
p their activities in numismatics. Up to eight coins can be earned, four Roman coins in the 
initial program, and four Byzantine coins in the advanced section. 

In the initial program, the first three coins can be earned from numismatic participation in 

three of six categories: educational presentations, exhibiting, writing, club office, show committee 
manship, or receiving a badge in numismatics from your youth group. The fourth coin must be earned by 
completing the ANA’s Young Numismatists Correspondence Course. In the advanced program. 
number five is earned by signing up a new ANA member, coin number six by signing up two additional 
members, coin number seven for the publication of at least 500 words in a major numismatic publication, 
and coin number eight for planning and executing an exhibit of the coins earned thus far in the progratn.

Julie Bascou of Thousand Oaks, California is the first junior to complete the 
Roman Coin Project and be assigned a two-digit number, or, in simple English, 
number 10. Her accomplishments, both in and out of the RCP, are myriad. 


What is Julie's best accomplishment? 
Well, though not her best, it is with 
great pleasure to note that she got a first 
in the Ancient category at the CSNA 
convention with the four Roman and 
three Byzantine coins earned in the 
RCP! The judges awarded her 96, 95 and 
79 for a 90 average, a commendable ac- 
complishment when one recognizes 
that the coins awarded in the RCP are 
understandably in the lower echelon of 
quality. However, they are all guaran- 
teed to be genuine and nearly all are 
attributable at least by emperors. And 
above all they cost nothing in dollars. 
How-ever, they do require your time and 
lots of it. But that is what numismatics 
is all about. If you intend to be a 
numismatist, then you not only must 
work, but also want to work at numis- 
matics. 

Julie's finest accomplishment was 
her 700 word article that recently ap- 
peared in Coin World. The editors 
thought enough of it to give it a page 
wide heading titled "Exhibiting In- 
volves Research, Hard Work", and they 
included her picture. The feature of her 
article was the divulging of her secret 
for exhibiting the coins of a single coun- 
try. She simply writes the General Con- 
sul's office here in the United States of 


the country that she is interested in. 
The result? Usually a couple of en- 
velopes of information to luxuriously 
develop and illustrate her exhibit. 
Again, like the coins she earned, this 
information is free. 

What has this initiative resulted in? 
Julie, just sixteen years old and a coin 
collector for less than four years, has 
earned seven Best of Show for junior, 
eleven first place, ten second place, and 
five third place honors! And Julie does 
not stop with exhibiting and writing. 
She speaks fluently and on more than 
one occasion she has shared her 
exhibiting skill with both junior and 
adult groups. 

What does her club, the Canejo Valley 
Coin Club, think of her? They selected

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her, a mere 16-year old, to be a judge at 
their fall show. And they nominated her 
as their representative for Junior 
Numismatist of the Year for Southern 
California! 

Writing me, Julie says, ''1 want to 
thank you for this program that you are 
offering. I enjoyed being a part of it and 
completing it as fast as 1 did this year." 
How long did it take Julie to complete 
the entire program? Julie earned her first 
coin, one of Constantine the Great AD 
307-338, in March of last year. Her 
eighth and final coin (plus a bonus coin 
from ancient Greece) was sent her in 
November, an elapsed time of only nine 
months! But when you work as hard as 
Julie does, the time period can be shor- 
tened. This nine month period is the 
shortest on record for completing the 
entire program, two to three years is the 
usual par for the course. 

Oh, yes! What did Julie earn in her 
final endeavor? For exhibiting the pre- 
viously earned seven coins, she received 
a follis of Constans II, AD 641-68. The 
obverse shows Constans standing, fac- 
ing, and holding a long cross and a 
globus cruciger. The legend reads, in a 
combination of Greek and Latin, "In 
this sign may you conquer." (This 
comes from Constantine's vision.) The 
reverse is built around a large "M," 
which means 40 nummi or one follis, 
and the regnal year and striking officina 
from the Constantinople mint. For her 
bonus coin Julie received one from 
AEOLIS (c. 200 BC) showing a bust of 


Athena right/horse right. She also re- 
ceived a pamphlet on early dated Anno 
Domini coins. 

Do you have to be a Julie Bascou to 
excel in the RCP? Definitely not! You 
don't have to win a single award in 
exhibiting. (Julie has 33 awards!) But 
even if you don't win anything it is fun 
to try. Yes, you have to talk, write, 
exhibit, join, work; in other words par- 
ticipate in numismatics. And you, too, 
can complete the program, earn nine 
ancient coins, and get an individualized 
double-digit number representing your 
order of completion. If you don't par- 
ticipate you just aren't getting your 
money's worth from your ANA mem- 
bership cost, and you are missing out on 
a lot of the fun. Write immediately for 
details and a RCR Form. 

By the way, did you read Ted Lopez' 
splendid article in the November issue 
of The NumismatisU Titled "Mexico's 
Cinco de Mayo Victory," it brings out 
the fascinating history behind Mexico's 
first victory over a European Power. It 
further relates . . . butreadityourself.lt 
is a pleasure to see how well a 14-year- 
old can handle words. What did Ted 
earn for this fine endeavor? He has a half 
follis (20 nummi) of Anastasius, AD 
491-518, generally regarded as the first 
emperor of the great Byzantine Empire, 
the Roman Empire of the East that was 
to survive the fall of Rome (AD 476) by 
nearly one thousand years. Can you 
earn one of these coins? You had better 
believe it! Just get started.

ANA to Visit the Queen City

Cincinnati, a city of contrasts, a city that charms curiously, a city where cos- 
mopolitan style comingles comfortably with rivertown tradition, will serve the 
American Numismatic Association as its convention site in the summer of 1980. 
From August 18-23 the numismatic fraternity will take its first look at the Queen 
City since 1941. 


There may not be enough time for 
convention goers to sense the really sin- 
gular style of this German-Irish city, but 
in coffee shops and lounges and at coun- 
ters and in lobbies they'll realize that 
the town focuses on its Reds throughout 
the long summer; from Skywalk photo 
centers they'll sense that Cincinnatians 
revere and protect their river city past; 
and from the noontime gatherings at 


Fountain Square where office workers 
eat lunch with the Grand Old Lady, the 
Genius of Waters, the visitor may sense 
the city has a character all its own. It's a 
character that supports professional 
sports, a rich musical tradition, and a 
well-scrubbed look consistent with the 
fact that Ivory Soap was developed here. 

Seeing it is easy. The compact 
downtown occupies only a few short 
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blocks of narrow streets. And visitors 
can stroll at genuine leisure, avoiding 
vehicles and traffic signals by using the 
Skywalk, a second-level, weather-pro- 
tected walkway unique in America. The 
Convention Center and the Stouffer's 
Hotel form the hub of this overhead 
walkway system. ANA guests will walk 
without interruption from the hotel 
lobby to restaurants, theaters, even 
(with a short hiatus) to Riverfront 
Stadium and the downtown port for the 
Delta Queen and Mississippi Queen 
steamboats. 

The famous Cincinnati restaurants 
are usually within walking distance too. 
Remember, this is the mid-American 
city you've heard about, the one that 
boasts multiple five-star French res- 
taurants . . . and gourmets will tell you 
that the old German cuisine, the Italian 
places, the Greek and Chinese are of 
singular quality too. This is not a place 
where eating should be confined to the 
hotel dining room or coffee shop. 

The main hotel, Stouffer's Cincinnati 
Towers, is everything a convention goer 
will demand or want — 900 rooms, a 
top-of-the-tower revolving restaurant, 
little bistros and coffee shops. For an 
ANA member it's even more because it 
reverses the trend of recent years by put- 
ting the hotel and convention facilities 
under one roof. Stouffer's lobby con- 
nects by covered Skywalk to the lobby

hotel, the Netherland Hilton, is only a 
few feet away, again by Skywalk. Those , 

who choose the Netherland will be 
selecting a grand old hotel with the gra- * 

cious hallmarks of an earlier era: a rich, 
wide lobby with lofty ceilings where the 
muted lights maintain an atmosphere of 
warm elegance. 

Still, why Cincinnati for a national 
coin convention? Why not a larger city. 

New York, Los Angeles, Chicago? 

Granted, the greater Cincinnati popula- 
tion numbers only a million or so. One 
must draw a one-day driving radius 
around it to see its real, strategic loca- 
tion. The major cities of the American 
heartland— Chicago, Detroit, Cleve- 
land, Pittsburgh — lie within 300 miles 4 

along with many smaller cities that 
never see a national coin show — 
Lexington, Louisville, Columbus, 
Charleston, Indianapolis .... Atten- 
dance estimates are conjectural at best. 

It has been almost 40 years since ANA 
visited Cincinnati, more than a decade 
since it has chosen a northern city west 
of the Atlantic seaboard and east of the 
Mississippi. Officials of the Cincinnati 
Numismatic Association, the host club, 
will not speculate on numbers but point 
out that the small towns and cities of ' 

the region harbor tens of thousands of 
dedicated collectors. The club is reach- 
ing out to find them. 

The Cincinnati Numismatic Associ- 
ation marks 50 years of uninterrupted 
monthly meetings in 1980 and grasps its 
duties as host club with the enthusiasm 
expected of a celebrant. The traditional 
convention events will all be observed 
but special treats are in store. The first ] 

occurred in St. Louis when the Cincin- 
nati committee presented banquet at- 
tendees with 1980 invitational medals. 
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In a dynamic market for coins, in a city to be remembered for its safe and 
densely populated but numismatically beautiful downtown, who can afford to 
unmeasured region of the country, in a miss ANA 1980 in Cincinnati?

Anne Frank Marks 50th Birthday Anniversary 

The fiftieth birthday of Anne Frank (1929-1945), has been 
commemorated by a work of medallic sculpture showing 
Anne as she looked when she wrote The Diary of a Young 
Girl — one of the biggest selling books of all time, translated 
into more than fifty languages. Otto Frank, Anne's 90-year- 
old father, on seeing the design for the Anne Frank medal, 
gave his warm blessing to The Judaic Heritage Society, ex- 
pressing his gratitude and appreciation of the portrait of his 
daughter which he described as "an excellent work which 
does justice to Anne." 

To observe her birthday, Otto Frank and Queen Juliana of 
The Netherlands led a pilgrimage to the narrow red-brick ___ 

building in Amsterdam where Anne, with her father, mother, sister and four other Jews spent 
two years hiding in an attic and where Anne wrote her celebrated diary. Anne died in the Nazi 
death camp of Bergen-Belsen, only three months before her sixteenth birthday. Her father was 
the only member of the family to survive the war. 

The photograph used by The Judaic Heritage Society in creating the Anne Frank Com- 
memorative Medal was one Anne herself pasted in her diary on October 10, 1942. Beside it, she 
wrote, "This is a photo as I would wish myself to look all the time. Then I would maybe have a 
chance to come to Hollywood." 

The Anne Frank Commemorative Medal was designed by the brilliant young Polish-bom 
Israeli artist, Zamy Steynovitz. Sculpting was done in high relief by Karen Worth who received 
the ana's 1977 Numismatic Art Award. Karen Worth has sculpted more than 150 works of 
medallic art for The Judaic Heritage Society, including each of the 120 medals of The Medallic 
History of the Jews of America. 

The Anne Frank Commemorative Medal is being struck in a 1 Vi-inch size 
in a bronze edition of 5000 at $14 each, in a silver plate edition of 3000 at $20 each, 
and in a gold plate edition of 2500 at $35 each. The medal is also being stmck in a 1 Vi -inch 
format in pure silver (.999) in an edition of 2000 at $60 each and in solid 24 karat gold, weighing 
more than one ounce, in an edition of 400 at $1050 each.

Harlan Berk Donates Plaster Ancients 

A donation of about 1,900 plaster casts of ancient Greek coins was made to the 
ANA recently by Harlan J. Berk of Joliet, Illinois. As a means of storing the plasters 
I for ready inspection, Berk included a solid oak cabinet containing thirty 14x9 inch 

shallow felt-lined drawers. 

! The pieces in this donation were used to illustrate two auction catalogs several 

years ago. It used to be the practice to photograph such plaster casts to get the best 
quality printed illustrations. 

I Students of ancient Greek coins will find these plasters useful in instances where 

the coins themselves are not available for examination. They represent many coins 
of uncommonly fine quality and some of great rarity, such as the magnif ican 1 5 th and 
b 4th century B.C. Syracusan pieces by Cimon, Euaenetus and Eucleides.

Barter Kits 
Again Offered 

Barter kits containing gold coins, 
jewelry and watches are again being of- 
fered to the general public in a national 
sealed bid sale by the Defense Property 
Disposal Service (DPDS). 

Officially known as '"escape and eva- 
sion kits," these lucrative items were 
first put together during World War II 
for air crewmen and paratroopers to use 
to try to get out of difficult situations in 
unfriendly territory. The remaining kits 
have been held in war reserve stock for 
several years, until it was determined 
that they were no longer needed by the 
military. 

Because of the anticipated public 
interest, a test sale in August of 350 kits 
(about ten percent of the total) was de- 
signed to reach as many people as pos- 
sible and to get the best return 
to the U.S. Treasury. The unique bit of 
memorabilia, coins and gold contents, 
coupled with a rising gold market price, 
led to a mini gold rush for DPDS, re- 
sulting in a total sale of nearly $225,000. 

The final sale of nearly 3,000 kits will 
be conducted by the Defense Property 
Disposal Region-Columbus, Ohio, on 
February 12, 1980. Sealed bids will be 
opened beginning at 9:00 a.m. Bids re- 
ceived after that hour will not be eli- 
gible. 

Two kinds of kits are available: An 
Atlantic kit from World War II and a 
Southeast Asia kit, believed to be used 
in the Korean conflict. 

The Atlantic kit contains one 20- 


franc and one 10-franc gold coins 
(French mintage), one 1-pound 
sovereign and two -pound sovereign 
gold coins (British or South African 
mintage), and three gold rings, some 
plain and some embossed. The coins are 
not in mint condition, nor have they 
been formally appraised, but they ap- 
pear to be in very good condition. Each 
of the Atlantic kits contains about .90 
troy ounces of fine gold in the coins and 
rings. A total of 2,537 of them are of- 
fered. The kits are sealed and will be 
shipped with special opening instruc- 
tions. 

The Southeast Asia kit contains one 
gold link chain (4 links) 1%" in length, 
one gold embossed pendant (some heart 
shape and some of flat circular design), 
two gold embossed rings, and one 21- 
jewel Swiss calendar watch with black 
cloth band. Each of these kits contains 
about 1.08 troy ounces of fine gold. A 
total of 430 Southeast Asia kits are of- 
fered. 

Coin condition and dates, as well as 
ring and pendant style vary with each 
kit. Because most of the kits are sealed, 
it will not be possible for bidders to re- 
quest specific composition. 

In the initial sale, the Atlantic kits 
were sold at a high bid of $1,010, a low 
bid of $575, with the average bid at 
$637.57. The Southeast Asia kits were 
sold at a high bid of $1,050, a low bid of 
$600, with the average bid at $661.18. 

Kits will be awarded to the highest 
bidders. There is a minimum acceptable 
price per kit in the February 12 sale of 
$518 for the Atlantic kit and $540 for 
the Southeast Asia kit, but these are 
subject to changes in the market price of 
gold at the time of bid opening. Bids can 
be made on any quantity of one or more, 
but a deposit of 20 percent of the total 
must accompany the offer. 

Postage and handling of shipment 
will be prepaid by the government to the 
highest bidders within the U.S., trust 
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territories and possessions. Purchasers 
not located within those geographical 
areas can make their own arrangements 
for obtaining possession of the kits to 
include export import clearances, if re- 
quired.

ANS Offers Grants, 

Fellowships 

In an effort to provide students with a 
deeper understanding of the contribu- 
tions made by numismatics to other 
fields of study, the American Numis- 
matic Society is offering ten grants-in- 
aid to their 28th Seminar in Numisma- 
tics to be held at its museum from June 
10 through August 9, 1980. 

These grants will be available to stu- 
dents of high competence who will have 
completed at least one year of graduate 
work in classical studies, archaeology. 
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history, art history, economic history or 
other related disciplines. Applications 
will also be accepted from junior faculty 
members with a degree in one of these 
fields. Each grant will carry a stipend of 
$900. 

The format of the seminar involves an 
intensive program of study which will 
include lectures and conferences con- 
ducted by specialists in various fields, 
preparation and oral delivery of a paper 
on a topic of the student's choice, and 
actual contact with the coinages related 
to that topic. Formal and informal ses- 
sions will deal with topics such as the 
following: coin hoards and excavation 
coins; dated coins and their historical 
significance; coins as bearers of ideas 
and political documents; and coins and 
the art historian. Curators of the 
American Numismatic Society and in- 
structors from this country and abroad 
will participate in the seminar; Dr. 
Bernhard Overbeck, Senior Keeper of 
Coins at the Staatliche Munz- 
sammlung, Munich, and Lecturer 
in Roman Numismatics, Munich Uni- 


versity, will be in residence throughout 
the Seminar. 

A fellowship of $3500 is also available 
to a university graduate student in the 
fields of the humanities or the social 
sciences. Qualified applicants are those 
who will have completed the general 
examinations (or the equivalent) for 
their doctorate; those who will be 
writing a dissertation during the 
academic year 1980-81 on a topic in 
which the use of numismatic evidence 
plays a significant part; and those who 
will have attended one of the American 
Numismatic Society's Graduate Semi- 
nars prior to the time of application. 

Applications for both the grants and 
the fellowship must be completed by 
March 1; announcement of the award of 
the Fellowship will be made prior to 
April 1. This offer is restricted to indi- 
viduals affiliated with colleges and uni- 
versities in the United States and 
Canada.

IN REMEMBRANCE 


Maurice M. Burgett 
ANA 64115 

The sudden death of Maurice Burgett, 
62, on October 24 closed a significant, if 
not widely-known, numismatic career. 
He died in Belleville, 111., which had 
been his home for many years. 

Maurice was born in southeastern Ill- 
inois and always lived in that state. He 
attended the Cincinnati School of Em- 
balming and operated funeral homes in 
New Douglas and Livingston in the East 
St. Louis area. During World War II he 
served with the U.S. Navy, 3rd Marine 
Division on Iwo Jima. He received two 
purple hearts, the silver and bronze stars 
and other citations, and was a Past 
Commander of the American Legion 
Post in New Douglas. During his 
lifetime he had donated 10^2 gallons of 
blood to the Post's blood bank. 

Being of a modest and solitary nature. 


Maurice was not widely known for his 
appearances at numismatic gatherings 
but rather for his insatiate research in 
paper money of the Territories and 
Western States. He contributed numer- 
ous articles to Paper Money, publica- 
tion of the Society of Paper Money Col- 
lectors of which he was charter member 
92. His work on Oklahoma/Indian Ter- 
ritories/Kansas obsolete paper money 
and related items is being published by 
the SPMC. 

He had outstanding material of his 
relatively narrow field of collecting and 
enjoyed displaying it at numerous 
shows and conventions. Among his 
awards at ANA conventions were first 
place in the Obsolete Paper Money 
Class in 1970, 1972 and 1977, the latter 
winning the Howland Wood Memorial 
Award for Best of Show also. In both 
1977 and 1979 his exhibits in the West- 
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ern Americana Class placed first. 

Maurice was a member of the New 
Douglas Christian Church. Survivors 
include his wife of 33 years, Mary Alice, 
who was usually seen with him at 
numismatic affairs; a son, David; a 
daughter, Mrs. Harold Chew,- and four 
grandsons. 

It is not unusual nowadays to hear 
numismatists deplore the thinning of 
the ranks of true collectors who acquire 
and study material for their enlighten- 
ment and pleasure, and who share freely 
with others. The passing of Maurice 
Burgett has created one more vacancy in 
this category — he will be missed. 

Herbert A. Seaby

The numismatic hobby, the Ameri- 
can Numismatic Association, and one 
of the world's most respected numisma- 
tic firms lost a highly illustrious name 
from their rolls on December 2 when 
Herbert Allen Seaby died at the age of 8 1 
following a short illness. The octogen- 
arian founder of London's widely 
known B.A. Seaby Ltd. was also a 
Golden Member of ANA since 1976, the 
year that marked the Golden Jubilee of 
Seaby's also. 

Mr. Seaby founded the firm of B.A. 
Seaby Ltd. on June 28, 1926, and, by that 
choice of initials, puzzled many collec- 
tors for years to come. Here are excerpts 
from "Some Recollections" that he 
published in the July 1976 issue of 
Seaby Coin &) Medal Bulletin. 

"My grandmother gave me a set of 
Victorian Maundy Money on my tenth 
birthday. I had been born in Reading in 
1898 and that Maundy set of my birth 
year first roused my interest in coins. 

. . .1 served with the Royal Engineers, 
the Royal Artillery and the Royal Flying 
Corps from early 1914 until 1919 and 
then, on the day I was demobilized from 
the Air Ministry, 1 walked in the Strand 
to Spink's and walked out with a job in 
their coin department at a wage of £ 3^2 
a week. 

"In 1926 the opportunity occurred for 
me to start in business on my own 
through the suggestion and financial 


backing of Valentine Ryan, the distin- 
guished, if slightly eccentric, collector 
of Roman and British coins. I am often 
asked if my father or grandfather was 
the founder of the firm as my name is 
'Herbert' which does not seem to tally 
with the 'B' in the company's name, but 
I was always known as 'Bert' by my 
family and friends and as a young man I 
used the abbreviation in my signature. 
At that time it would have caused just 
as much confusion if the firm had been 
named 'H.A. Seaby Ltd.'" 

The story of "Bert" Seaby's life for the 
past 53 years has been that of his firm. If 
its rise was not meteoric from the start, 
it has been steady and enviable. 
Changes in England's royal family in 
the 1930s created an increased public 
interest in coinage and, in 1935, Bert 
made his first trip to the United States. 
His son Peter and other members of the 
firm attended numismatic events in 
North America thereafter, to the end 
that Seaby's is a well-known name 
among collectors in the States and 
Canada. 

Bert paid his last visit to North 
America, accompanied by Peter, in 
connection with the 1976 ANA New 
York convention where he received his 
gold 50-year membership medal. Upon 
receipt of the honor at the convention 
banquet, Seaby complimented the 
committee for producing "a damned 
good show." 

Survivors include son Peter, now 
head of the Seaby' group of companies; 
daughter Pat, Mrs. Ray Perrin of 
Canada; four granddaughters and a 
great-grandson; and two brothers, 
Philip and Wilfred, both retired. Wilfred 
was with Seaby's for about a year in 
1928 but, in the words of Bert, "we 
couldn't afford to keep him," and he 
went on to make his name notable in 
the English museum world. 

While organizations are not usually 
named as survivors, we suspect that 
Bert would have considered B.A. Seaby 
Ltd. as an individual survivor. Cer- 
tainly he fostered it as if it were a child, 
and had ample reason to be proud of the 
firm and its personnel.
